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INDIAN AND POST TRADER TOKENS 
OUR FRONTIER COINAGE 

By J. J. CURTO, Grosse Pointe, Michigan 

(A paper presented to the 1951 A.N.A. Convention) 

To the early “Trader” and “Trading Post” should go much of the 
credit for the rapid exploration, opening, settlement and development 
of our North American Continent. Both acted as the pioneers and path- 
finders for expansion Westward and Northward along the entire colonial 
front. 

The early footholds secured in the interior by the early fur traders 
and trading posts worked a transformation upon the Indian which had 
far reaching effects. First as a means of controlling the affections of 
the Indians by gaining their friendship and averting their enmity, and 
secondly as a branch of commerce. 

Into the Indian’s hands, they placed iron and guns to make him a 
hunter of furs with which to purchase the goods of civilization, which 
in turn made the Indian dependent on the white man for food and 
supplies. 

Long before the pioneer settler appeared on the scene, primitive 
Indian life to a great extent had passed away and the settler did not 
have to fight for his farms and lands. 

Traders’ trails became the early roads into the interior, their canoe 
routes opened up our waterways. 

The sites of many of our principal cities such as Albany, Pittsburgh, 
Chicago, Detroit, St. Louis, Kansas City, Denver and many others are 
the sites of old trading posts. 

The trader discovered the best soils in the interior and induced 
settlers to go there. The trading post, by quickly growing into a trading 
colony, fostered the advance of settlements and created a vast outlet 
for merchandise. 

The “Trading Post” has long been known as a very influential insti- 
tution. Established in the midst of an uncivilized people, it is the first 
form of force exercised in the opening of the lands of such people to 
civilization. 

With its British East India Co. in the far East and its Hudson Bay 
Co. in North America, England early recognized the magic power offered 
by the trading post and grew great thereby. 

That our own government also early realized the importance of 
controlling the fur trade is manifested by a secret article in a treaty 
with the Creek Indians in 1790, an article suggested and recommended 
by President Washington himself, for allowing the annual importation 
of $60,000 worth of goods through the Florida frontier, without payment 
of duties, to counteract the influence of British traders from Pensacola. 
Again in 1829, strenuous efforts were made to introduce bills into the 
congress to gain congressional protection for the United States trade by 
1. excluding the British, 2. reducing duty on such articles used in the 
Indian trade and 3. imposing a duty on foreign furs imported into 
the U. S. 
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Trading with the Indians started when white men first set foot on 
the North American continent and grew in importance to see such 
famous fur trading companies form as the Hudson Bay Co. in 1670, 
the Northwest Co. in 1759, Astor’s American Fur Co. in 1808 and with 
others between and after. 

The decline in the fur trade started when the rich areas of the 
midwest and West were slowly converted to agriculture by the early 
settlers during the opening of the West. The number of great fur catches 
gradually decreased, eventually to a point when furs had to be supple- 
mented by the Indians with other articles or commodities of their own 
handicraft in order to continue trading. 

The unit of trade used by the early fur trader was the beaver skin. 
Made Beaver was the currency unit of the trading country. Dollars 
and cents or pounds and shillings were unheard of. A beaver skin usually 
weighed about one and one half pounds. One pound of beaver skin was 
called a “plus.” 

All other skins were graded in value to the beaver standard of the 
“plus.” 

Articles on the traders shelves were priced in “Made Beavers” or 
“pluses.” A gun, priced at 10 “Made Beavers” or 15 “pluses” could be 
purchased with fox, muskrat or other skins but only in their propor- 
tionate value to the beaver standard. 

As the beaver grew scarcer the unit changed to money. By 1820 
when few beaver skins were marketed in Wisconsin for example, the term 
“plus” stood for one dollar. 

In later years of the fur trade, the muskrat skin was also used as 
a unit of currency. In 1836 it was the equivalent of 20 cents. 

The goods used in the Indian trade were chiefly guns, powder, and 
ball, knives, hatchets, coarse cloths, fancy goods, ribbons, shawls, kettles, 
tobacco and liquor. 

With the expansion of the white settlements to the West, regulations 
for the relations between white man and Indians became necessary. 
The U. S. government undertook to regulate Indian affairs by forbidding 
settlers to take up lands held by the Indians until treaties had been 
made ceding the lands to the United States. 

Regulations for trading with the Indians were passed and agents 
appointed to supervise this activity. 

In 1825 the U. S. government determined on a policy of creating 
a permanent home for the Indians West of the Mississippi. Treaties 
were made with those tribes east of the Mississippi, whose lands were 
exchanged for lands in the “Indian Country.” 

This “Indian Country” was put under the supervision of a Bureau 
of Indian Affairs created in 1832. 

The increased migration to the Pacific Coast followed by the con- 
struction of railroads, caused the U. S. Government in 1871, to abandon 
the former policy of making treaties and begin the system of settling 
them on reservations. 

Regardless of such changes in treaties, policies, or in land status, 
the Indian Traders continued to ply their trade. Whether it was because 
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this trade was carried on in a land without a national currency, or in 
a land lacking any currency whatsoever, or whether it was just to insure 
their own trade, certain traders and trading companies issued their own 
currency in the form of tokens. 

These tokens are the only link which connects numismatics with 
the history and story of the opening and winning of the great West and 
Northwest of North America. 

The grouping together of these relatively few frontier tokens are 
as important and worthy to be classified in the colonization series of 
North America 'as are our colonials and early Canadians and are decid- 
edly much more rare. 

The lack of interest in these tokens can only be attributed to 1. neg- 
lected importance 2. scarcity and 3. desirability overlooked due to their 
similarity in some respects to the trade check so widely and profusely 
used in all sections of the country. 

As a result of progressive changes, the tokens of the Indian trader 
show three distinct periods of transitions through which the territories 
passed in regard to dealings with the trader. 

1. The early period when the trader sought only furs, a period when 
the field of operation of the trader was all of North America. A period 
beginning in 1670 and probably ending in about 1832 in United States 
territory, and in about 1869 in Canadian territory. The days of the 
Hudson Bay and Northwest Companies with their tokens valued in skins. 

2. The period between 1832 and 1871 in the U. S. when territory 
west of the Mississippi was known as “Indian Country” and the Indian 
trader was either the Army Post Sutler or Post Trader at some govern- 
ment outpost, or a private licensed trader or trading company such as 
Durfee and Peck or McClure. In Alaska and Canada such Indian Traders 
are still existent. 

3. The period after 1871 in the U. S. when the creation of Indian 
reservations and agencies, the Indian trader became a coveted political 
appointment by the Department of Interior. The tokens of this grouping 
generally indicate the agency to which the traders were assigned. 

As previously mentioned, the two trading companies which most 
prominently and adequately represented the early era of the fur trade 
were the Hudson Bay Company and the Northwest Company, and it is 
only fitting and proper for this narrative to include a brief resume of 
their interesting and famous histories. 

THE HUDSON BAY COMPANY 

First to realize the rich possibilities vested in the wilderness of 
North America were the group of Englishmen who organized the re- 
nowned Hudson Bay Company. 

The founding of the Company was based directly on the wondrous 
accounts by Radisson of his famous journey through the unexplored 
Great Lakes region in 1659. The Hudson Bay Company was formed in 
1670 by a charter granted on May 2, 1670. 

On a modern map, the Hudson Bay Co. secured a trade monopoly in 
the Provinces of Ontario and Quebec, North of the Lawrentian water 
shed and west of the Labrador boundary, the whole of Manitoba, most 
of Saskatchewan, the southern half of Alberta and a large portion of 
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the Northwest Territories. In all a great basin of one and one-half million 
square miles. 

The company had powers of war and peace by which the company 
could send *“Shippes of war, men and ammunician onto their plantations, 
Fortes, Factories or Places of Trade,” or build “Castles, Fortifications, 
Fortes, Garrisons — etc,” while anyone with temerity to trespass upon 
these rights would “incure our indignacion” and be seized and brought 
to “this Realm of England.” 

Conforming to the practice of other royal charters, a payment to 
the Crown was provided for, as a symbol of obligation. In the case of 
the Hudson Bay Co. it was to be “yielding and paying yearly to us, our 
heires and successors, 2 Elkes and two Black Beavers whensoever and 
as often as our heires and successors shall happen to enter into the said 
countries.” 

The charter of 1670 was supplemented by four others, in 1884, 
1892, 1912, and 1920. All have been signed under warrant of the reign- 
ing monarch, two by Queen Victoria and two by King George the Fifth. 

In 1927, 257 years after the original charter was granted, the symbol 
of obligation was met when King Edward VIII, as Prince Wales and heir 
to the throne of England, was presented with the traditional two Elk 
and two black beaver skins, while en route from Winnipeg to his Alberta 
ranch. 

Cautiously, but continually expanding through the years following 
the secural of Charter, building forts and trading posts at strategic 
points, the Hudson Bay Co. was the originator of chain merchandising 
in North America. 

Trading posts established thereby throughout their vast domain were 
known as Hudson Bay House, Ruperts House, Albany House, East Maine 
House, Victoria House, Oxford House, Norway House, Brunswick House, 
Henly House, Cumberland House, Osnaburgh House, York Fort, Princes 
of Wales Fort, Fort Williams, Fort Dauphin and Moose Factory. 

The ceding of Ruperts Land to Canada in 1860 was the beginning 
of this vast fur trading territory being converted to agriculture and 
settlement. 

Following the Deed of Surrender, the company adapted itself to 
conform to a mercantile department establishment thereby broadening 
itself into the commercial life of Canada and adjusting itself to advanc- 
ing civilization. One of the most valued privileges enjoyed by the Com- 
pany is the unique right to fly a Red Ensign with the letters HBC in 
white on a red field. This flag of the company flies over 232 fur trade 
posts from Newfoundland to British Columbia, and from the Great Lakes 
to within 700 miles of the North Pole. 

The metal tokens known to have been issued by the Hudson Bay 
Company from 1854 to date are as follows: 

East Maine House — For use in the District S.E. of Hudson Bay.

HUDSON BAY PAPER CURRENCY 

In addition to the metal tokens issued by the Hudson Bay Co., the 
York Factory issued paper currency in denominations of 1 shilling, 
5 shilling and 1 pound notes beginning in the 1820’s and extending 
through the 1840’s. 

These were large notes, 4% inches by 9% inches in size and known 
as “The Hudson Bay Blankets.” They were issued primarily for the 
use of persons employed by the York Factory in work other than fur 
trapping. 

It is recorded that this media passed as regular paper currency 
throughout the territory of Ruperts Land, now largely the Province of 
Manitoba, throughout West Central Canada and as far south and west 
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in United States Territory as St. Paul, Minnesota, and San Francisco, 
California. 

As shown in the illustration they were elaborately engraved notes 
payable 60 days after sight at Hudson Bay House in London. 
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THE NORTH WEST COMPANY 

The saga of this company starts in about 1759, at the fall of Quebec 
when a group of private traders composed of French Canadians, Ameri- 
can frontiersmen and Scottish Highlanders, the sons of Scotsmen who 
came to Canada in Wolfe’s army, first moved into fur trade history. 

They were called the “Master Pedlars,” the Lords of Lakes and 
Forests, and were the first line of the fur trade. 

Always on the offensive, they banded together in 1775 to form the 
Northwest Company, to challenge and to fight the great Hudson Bay 
Company and its Royal Charter. 

Directed by men who knew every portage and rapid between the 
St. Lawrence and the Saskatchewan, they immediately emerged as a 
power great and formidable. 

The leaders of the Company during the early years were Isaac 
Todd, James McGill, Benjamin and Joseph Frobisher, Simon McFavish, 
Robert Grout and Peter Pond. 

With reckless courage and energy they took the whole northwest 
in their stride, to build trading posts and forts northward to the Arctic 
Ocean and westward across the Rockies to the Pacific Ocean. They were 
the first white men to cross the North American Continent. The Macken- 
zie River, greatest of northern rivers owes its name to the famous leader 
of that Northwest Company Expedition, Alexander Mackenzie. 

Grand Portage at the head of Lake Superior was the field head- 
quarters of the company, the great depot where trade goods from the 
east were unloaded to begin their final journey over rivers, lakes, port- 
ages, and through forests to their ultimate destination to be exchanged 
for furs. 

After 1800 when the international boundary placed Grand Portage 
in United States territory, the headquarters was shifted to Kaministiqua, 
now Fort Williams, Ontario. 
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The Northwest Company reached its peak early in the 1800’s. It 
stood alone to fight off all opposition with harsh, relentless efficiency. 

With approximately 2000 employees, its own cargo and freight 
canoes, organized portage transport crew, lake schooners and ocean ships, 
it was equipped to carry goods to and from England and to the markets 
of the Orient. Its profits were estimated during the 15 years of its peak 
at 1,185,000 pounds. 

In 1804, the Northwest Company attempted to purchase the Hudson 
Bay Company outright, offering 103,000 pounds. The transaction was 
not completed chiefly because part of the stock was held by infants and 
other persons incapable of giving title or making transfer. 

The ambition and boldness of the company eventually led to ruth- 
lessness and lawlessness in inherent clashes between traders and settle- 
ments. To avoid exposure and prosecution as a result of such lawless- 
ness, the leaders of the Northwest Company gradually fell apart. 

With disunion among the company councils resulting in reduced 
means, loss of trade and jeopardized credit, the Northwest Company 
finally opened negotiations for a merger with the Hudson Bay Company 
in December of 1820. The merger was completed in 1821, ending the 
saga which lakes and forests will never see the likes of again. 

At the time of this merger, the Hudson Bay Company had 76 posts, 
the Northwest Company, 97. 

As far as known, only one token was ever issued by this Northwest 
Company dated 1820, now known as Breton #925, the famous Northwest 
token.

THE BEAVER CLUB 

Besides the Northwest token, the Northwest Company contributed 
another symbol, which also tied the early days of the fur trade to 
numismatics, its Beaver Club medal. 

The Beaver Club was founded in Montreal in 1785. Originally com- 
posed of 19 members, it was formed by men of the Northwest Company, 
who qualified for membership by having spent at least one winter in 
the great Northwest. 

The club met fortnightly in winter in brilliant and expensive style. 
Members wore the large gold club medals on club nights, and toasts to 
the fur trade and all its branches were continuously in order. 
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The climax of the evening was always the “Grand Voyage.” Mem- 
bers and guests sat on the floor in a row as if in a great canoe and with 
anything they could muster resembling a paddle, they dipped and swung 
to the rhythm of voyageur songs. 

The Beaver Club was an expression of the Northwest Company, 
opposite to the story of hardship, canoes and portages, where the full 
blooded life of these men found an outlet. 


POST SUTLERS AND TRADERS 

Many of the early forts throughout the West were built primarily 
to afford protection to the early traders in the transportation of goods. 

Forts in the southwest, along the Arkansas River were built to 
protect the traders dealing with the upper provinces of Mexico. The 
Mexican Provinces of Santa Fe, Chihuahua and Sonora contained 600,000 
to 700,000 people and this outlet for goods was of great importance. 
They were supplied chiefly with dry goods by Missouri traders who 
obtained the goods from concerns in St. Louis. 

In 1822, a report to the United States Senate from Thomas L. 
McKenney, Superintendent of Indian Trade, listed 9 United States trad- 
ing posts. In 1889 there were over 85 of them. 

Post Sutlers were appointed by the War Department to each of 
these frontier military outposts to supply certain necessities and luxuries 
to the soldiers stationed at, or to emigrants and travellers passing or 
visiting the post. In 1866, Congress abolished sutlerships and 10 years 
later established Post Traders in their stead. 

The difference in these appointments relative to their motive, 
design or function as applied to frontier posts, was so slight that it can 
be considered a name change only. 

From Farrow's Military Encyclopedia we find the Post Trader 
analyzed as follows: 

“In the United States, every military post may have one Trader, who is 
appointed by the Secretary of War, or by the recommendation of the Council 
of Administration, approved by the commanding officer. Post Traders are 
furnished with a letter of appointment from the Secretary of War indicating 
the posts to which they are appointed. They are subject in all respects to the 
rules and regulations of the army and reside at the Post to which they are 
appointed. They cannot farm out, sublet, transfer, sell or assign the business 
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to others. They are permitted to erect buildings for the purpose of carrying 
out their business upon such part of the military reservation or post where 
they are assigned or as the commanding officer may direct. 

“Such buildings are in convenient reach of the garrison. When the Trader 
is removed from his post, he has a right to remove or dispose of the buildings 
erected by him as his property. He cannot lease or sell his buildings to another 
Post Trader without permission of the Military authorities, but such permis- 
sion would have the same force as a license to a new Post Trader for such a 
building at that spot. Post Traders have the exclusive right of trade upon the 
military reserve to which they are appointed, and no other person is allowed 
to trade, peddle or sell goods by sample or otherwise, within the limits of the 
reserve. This does not prohibit the sale by producers of fresh fruit or vege- 
tables by permission of the Post Commander. Post Traders in the Indian 
country have no right to maintain a traffic in goods with the Indians unless 
they are properly licensed for such trade. For the exclusive privilege allowed 
them, Post Traders are required to contribute to the benefit of the post fund 
at a rate to be determined by the Post Council of Administration, not exceed- 
ing ten cents per month for every officer and enlisted man serving at the post. 

“The Council of Administration once in every six months, and not oftener, 
examines the Post Trader’s goods and invoices or bills of sale and subject to 
the approval of the Post Council establishes the rates and prices at which the 
goods shall be sold. A copy of the list thus established is kept posted in the 
Traders store. Should the Post Trader feel himself aggrieved by the action of 
the Council of Administration, he may appeal therefrom through the Post 
Council to the War Department. In determining the rate of profit to be 
allowed, the Council considers not only the prime costs, freight and other 
charges but also the fact that the Trader has no lien on the soldiers pay and 
is without security in this respect. Post Councils report to the War Depart- 
ment any misconduct, breach of military regulations or failure on the part of 
the Post Trader to comply with the requirements or regulations. 

“When any cause or complaint against a Trader arises, the Post Council 
places the same before the Council of Administration and the Council examines 
the evidence for and against the Trader and makes a report of the facts 
through the Post Council to the Adjutant General of the Army for the action 
of the Secretary of War in whom alone is the power vested to remove a 
Trader. When a new Trader is selected and his appointment is issued, the 
appointment of the former Trader is revoked, but in order that injustice may 
not be done the former Trader in the total loss of his investment in buildings 
or goods, the new appointee is required to purchase a portion or all of the 
same at a fair valuation, the articles to be so purchased and the appraisement 
of their value to be determined by the Council of Administration. 

“The former Trader is not debarred from withdrawing his goods if he so 
elects.” 

In most cases the early Post Sutlers and the Post Traders were 
licensed or given the right to trade with friendly Indians to promote 
dependency. 

Later, as the area around a frontier post grew into a community 
where traders of all kinds were able to supply the necessities and lux- 
uries previously referred to, the Post Trader became only a privileged 
rival of citizens engaged in legitimate Indian trade. 

As a result, regulations were passed forbidding the Indians from 
trading at a military post. However as Military Post Traders carried 
articles the Indians wanted, which the Indian Traders were not author- 
ized to buy, trade between the Post Trader and Indians continued 
through the Military or Indian Scouts. The scout purchased from the 
Post Trader for the Indian in return for information or good will. 

The Post Sutler and Trader therefore were very closely allied with 
the Indian trade and the tokens issued by them take their very rightful 
place as a part of the Trader Series. 
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Post Traderships were finally abolished by Congress in 1893. 

An extract, as follows, from the last report of the Secretary of War 
relative to Bill #S-3117, relating to the abolishment of Post Traderships 
(taken from the House Reports of the 52nd. Congress, 2nd Session 1892- 
93) very adequately summarizes their demise. 

“At the beginning of this administration, there were licensed Post Traders 
at most army posts. They were a privileged class, exempt from taxation 
because located on government reservations, and had practically a monopoly 
of the trade in such articles as were not furnished or sold by the quarter- 
masters or commissary. Wherever cities or villages have grown up near the 
formerly remote western posts, and the Post Trader has thus ceased to be a 
necessity, it has been my purpose to discontinue the system as rapidly as 
possible, and permit the trade of military posts-outside of the ordinary govern- 
mental supplies, to take its regular channels. 

“On the 4 th. of March, 1889, there were eighty-five of these traders. 
There are now but twenty-two, and seven of these have been notified that 
their licenses will be revoked within a short time, at a date so fixed as to give 
them an opportunity to sell or reduce their stocks. 

“Four of the remaining fifteen are at posts whose abandonment has been 
ordered, or soon will be, so that at the end of the fiscal year there will be 
only eleven remaining. 

“The parties who held these privileges had large personal and political 
influence, and it has not been an easy or pleasant task to make this change. 

“Many of them also, had invested considerable capital in these enterprises, 
and were, therefore, entitled to consideration and a reasonable time to close 
their business. But their profit had been large and I believe that no injustice 
has been done them. 

“It was a pernicious system and necessity was the only excuse for its 
existance at anytime. It has outlived whatever usefulness it may have had 
and its longer continuance is not for the interest of the service or for the 
public good.” 


FRONTIER POST TOKENS 

In summary, from an analysis of the history of Post Sutlers and 
Post Traders, it can be concluded that Post Sutler tokens were issued 
and in use previous to 1866, and Post Trader tokens from 1876, to and 
including the year 1893. 

Among the trader tokens from certain frontier forts we find a few 
without the trader being designated as either Post Sutler or Post Trader. 
It is quite reasonable and likely that these were tokens issued by the 
traders assigned to those forts between the years 1866 and 1876 and 
it is with this assumption that I am including such tokens in this 
grouping.

TRADING COMPANIES AND TRADERS 

Aside from full blooded Indians, it was unlawful for any one 
to transact business in the Territories unless he had obtained a permit 
or license from the Office of Indian Affairs, then under the War De- 
partment. 

The earliest American trading companies were the American Fur 
Company organized in 1808 by John Jacob Astor, the Missouri Fur 
Company organized in 1809, the Pacific Fur Company around 1810 and 
the Rocky Mountain Fur Company in 1822. 

These were followed by the Columbian Fur Company, the North- 
western Fur Company and numerous other companies and individual 
traders, that by 1827 there were 222 licenses issued to traders according 
to a War Department report of that year. 

That the hardships encountered by these men in the transportation 
of goods, in the protection of person and property and in the obstacles 
of opposition by the North West Company and Hudson Bay Company, 
were really worth while can be gleaned from the following, taken from 
Larpenteurs Forty Years a Fur Trader on the Upper Missouri : 

“Durfee and Peck, a St. Louis firm (1867) erected an abode store 96' by 
20' at Fort Union on the Upper Missouri in opposition to the North West 
Company. 

“This store of Durfee and Peck was begun on July 1, and finished Aug. 17. 

“During the summer, Colonel Rankin, Commander of Fort Buford pur- 
chased Fort Union and demolished it. Durfee and Peck therefore moved to 
Fort Buford and erected a store 120' in length. 

“In spite of the opposition of the North West Company and the army 
sutler did a business of $5000.00 in Buffalo robes, elk hides and deer and 
wolf skins." 

This insight of one small event in the history of Durfee and Peck 
can be construed as a tribulation or trial that could have been encoun- 
tered and as profitably met by any of the traders whose tokens are 
herewith classified in this group.

AGENCY TRADERS 

In the years following 1871, when the government undertook to 
settle the Indians upon reservations, the traderships at the various 
Indian reservations were eagerly sought after. During the early years, 
only personal or political favorites of the administration figured in such 
appointments. 

Later as the Traders were used to assist the Indian Administration 
personnel in the study of Indian ways, wants, needs, productive capacity, 
etc. with the aim of making the Indians as self supporting as possible, 
the selection of traders was most carefully made. 

The following list of tokens representing the Indian Traders of this 
era, are the only ones known to this writer.

CONCLUSION 

Records of the 50th Congress, 1888-89, lists approximately 240 
Indian Traders whose licenses had not expired as of March 26, 1886. 

It is reasonable to assume that with this number of traders and 
agencies recorded in the United States in 1886 and with unknown totals 
in Alaska, Mexico, Canada and the United States to date, many more 
tokens could be added to this list with proper identification. 

It is also reasonable to assume that many of the Traders herein 
listed issued tokens in other denominations as well as in other metals 
than those recorded. These unknowns combined, allow room for a great 
expansion of this listing and it is with regret that I leave it so far 
from completion. 


ANCIENT PAPER CURRENCY 

By A. O. ASHMAN, Palmerton, Pennsylvania 

The use of paper currency has entrenched itself in our economic 
system so firmly that it is generally considered to be a modern develop- 
ment in much the same way as are the radio or the electric light. Even 
collectors of paper currency may be unaware of its vast use, long before 
Columbus discovered America, in that fabulous Mongol empire founded 
by Genghis Kahn. That empire reached its prime in the thirteenth century 
under Kubla Kahn, the grandson of its founder. We have a first-hand 
account of this system in action, by that very remarkable man, and 
perhaps the world’s greatest traveler, Marco Polo. 
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Everyone, of course, realizes that paper currency itself is not money, 
but only a signed promise by a government to exchange it, on demand, 
for money. In addition, the government requires that anyone offered 
paper currency in payment of a debt be required to accept it to satisfy 
such debts. In other words, paper currency is legal tender. Thus, we 
are as willing to accept paper currency as we are to accept real money. 
In fact, we are more willing to accept paper money when large amounts 
are involved due to the inconvenience of the bulk or weight of metallic 
money. Witness, for example, the reluctance of the general public to be 
bothered by silver dollars as against a definite preference for paper 
dollars. 

This same condition existed as an established and smooth working 
system as long ago as the year 1280, was studied, marveled at, and then 
recorded in minute detail for us by Marco Polo. The fact that he did 
not understand how such a system could exist or function so smoothly 
makes his accurate description of it all the more remarkable. 

As a background to Marco Polo’s invaluable description of the 
Mongol currency system, it seems advisable to review briefly the even 
more remarkable story of his travels which brought him into contact 
with this astonishing system. Marco Polo was a Venetian, born in the 
year 1254. In 1271 he accompanied his father and uncle on a mission 
from the pope to the court of Kubla Kahn in Cathay. This mission itself 
is worthy of a comment, for it involved potential possibilities more stu- 
pendous than any other mission before or since and almost certainly 
for all time to come. 

The two elder Polos had previously visited Cathay in caravan groups, 
for they were traders. Being the first Europeans the Kahn had seen, 
they impressed him greatly. He, sensing the political value of Christi- 
anity, sent them to the pope with a request for one hundred teachers 
to instruct his people in Christianity and the Christian arts. It was on 
the return mission with the two elder Polos and two Dominican friars 
sent by the pope that Marco Polo set out for Cathay. The two Domini- 
cans soon tired and returned, but the three Polos went on to report to 
the Kahn. Many have speculated on the probable effect on world history 
had the Kahn succeeded in teaching Christianity to the people of Asia 
for it was only when Christianity failed him that he turned to Buddhism. 

In any event the three Polos arrived at the court of the Kahn which 
was located in the great city of Peking (now Peiping) and Marco not 
only became a court favorite but a public official. The same trait that 
makes Marco’s account of the Kubla Kahn’s ancient currency so inter- 
esting to us was the one that won him the Kahn’s favor, that is his 
ability to accurately relate strange things. Marco Polo returned to 
Venice in 1295. In 1298, he became a commander in the Venetian navy, 
was captured and imprisoned by the Genoese where he wrote his 
memoirs. 

Hear then Marco Polo’s own account of the great Kahn’s ancient 
currency system. The quotations are his own as published by Grosset 
& Dunlap of New York in THE TRAVELS OF MARCO POLO. 

The Mint at Peking (Now Peiping) 

‘‘I shall proceed to tell you of the mint which he has in the same city, 

in the which he has his money coined and struck, as I shall relate to you. 

And in doing so I shall make manifest to you how it is that the great lord 

may well be able to accomplish even much more than I have told you, or 
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am going to tell you, in this book. For, tell it how I might, you never 
would be satisfied that I was keeping within truth and reason! 

“The emperor’s mint then is in this same city of Cambaluc, and the 
way it is wrought is such that you might say he has the secret of alchemy 
in perfection, and you would be right! For he makes his money after 
this fashion.” 

Paper from the Inner Bark of the Mulberry Tree 

“He makes them take of the bark of a certain tree, in fact of the 
mulberry tree, the leaves of which are the food of the silkworms, — these 
trees being so numerous that whole districts are full of them. What they 
take is a certain fine white bast or skin which lies between the wood of 
the tree and the thick outer bark, and this they make into something 
resembling sheets of paper, but black. When these sheets have been 
prepared they are cut up into pieces of different sizes. The smallest of 
these sizes is worth a half tornesel; the next, a little larger, one tornesel; 
one, a little larger still, is worth half a silver groat of Venice; another a 
whole groat; others yet two groats, five groats, and ten groats. There is 
also a kind worth one bezant of gold, and others of three bezants, and so 
up to ten.” 

Official Seals and Signatures 

“All these pieces of paper are issued with as much solemnity and 
authority as if they were of pure gold or silver; and on every piece a 
variety of officials, whose duty it is, have to write their names, and to 
put their seals. And when all is prepared duly, the chief officer deputed 
by the Khan smears the seal entrusted to him with vermilion, and 
impresses it on the paper, so that the form of the seal remains printed 
upon it in red; the money is then authentic.” 

Penalty for Forgery 

“Anyone forging it would be punished with death.” 

Annual Mintage and Low Cost of Printing 

“And the Khan causes every year to be made such a vast quantity of 
this money, which costs him nothing, that it must equal in amount all 
the treasure in the world.” 

Currency Made Legal Tender 

“With these pieces of paper, made as I have described, he causes all 
payments on his own account to be made; and he makes them to pass 
current universally over all his kingdoms and provinces and territories, 
and whithersoever his power and sovereignty extends. And nobody, 
however important he may think himself, dares to refuse them on pain 
of death.” 

Popular Acceptance in Domestic and Foreign Trade 

“And indeed everybody takes them readily, for wheresoever a person 
may go throughout the great Khan’s dominions he shall find these pieces 
of paper current, and shall be able to transact all sales and purchases of 
goods by means of them just as well as if they were coins of pure gold. 
And all the while they are so light that ten bezants’ worth does not weigh 
one golden bezant. 

“Furthermore all merchants arriving from India or other countries, 
and bringing with them gold or silver or gems and pearls, are prohibited 
from selling to any one but the emperor. He has twelve experts chosen 
for this business, men of shrewdness and experience in such affairs; these 
appraise the articles, and the emperor then pays a liberal price for them 
in those pieces of paper. The merchants accept his price readily, for in 
the first place they would not get so good an one from anybody else, and 
secondly they are paid without any delay. And with this paper money 
they can buy what they like anywhere over the empire, while it is also 
vastly lighter to carry about on their journeys. And it is a truth that the 
merchants will several times in the year bring wares to the amount of 
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four hundred thousand bezants,* and the grand sire pays for all in that 
paper. So he buys such a quantity of those precious things every year 
that his treasure is endless, while all the time the money he pays away 
costs him nothing at all. Moreover, several times in the year proclamation 
is made through the city that any one who may have gold or silver or 
gems or pearls, by taking them to the mint shall get a handsome price 
for them. And the owners are glad to do this, because they would find 
no other purchaser give so large a price. Thus the quantity they bring 
in is marvelous, though those who do not choose to do so may let it alone. 
Still, in this way, nearly all the valuables in the country come into the 
Khan’s possession.” 

Redemption of Damaged Currency 

“When any of those pieces of paper are spoilt — not that they are so 
very flimsy neither — the owner carries them to the mint, and by paying 
three per cent, on the value he gets new pieces in exchange.” 

Payment in Gold on Demand 

This, of course, is the basis of all currency issues. While Marco Polo 
reports it he seems to have missed the full significance of this feature. 

“And if any baron, or any one else soever, hath need of gold or silver 
or gems or pearls, in order to make plate, or girdles, or the like, he goes 
to the mint and buys as much as he list, paying in this paper money.” 

Marco Polo Signs Off 

“Now you have heard the ways and means whereby the great Khan 
may have, and in fact has, more treasure than all the kings in the world; 
and you know all about it and the reason why. And now I will tell you 
of the great dignitaries which act in this city on behalf of the emperor.” 

I also hope “you know all about it and the reason why”; neverthe- 
less it still seems amazing that such an orderly and satisfactory system 
could have functioned in such ancient times. 

This may seem like another first for the Chinese along with gun- 
powder or printing, and, of course, the Russians are likely to claim it as 
another first for themselves. Actually, neither can claim such credit. 
The Mongols simply moved into China and adopted the country as their 
own, with Peiping as their capital. The rough handling that the Russians 
received from the hand of the Mongols would deter any other people 
from sponsoring such claims. 

*The gold bezant was a Byzantine coin in general circulation in Europe during the 
13th Century. Its value was equivalent to about three dollars. 

The groat, mentioned previously, as used in Europe during the 13th Century 
was a large (thick) silver coin, its value varying in different countries and at 
different times. It was probably worth about ten cents. This is an early example 
of fractional currency. 


THE CLASSIFICATION OF TOKENS 

By MELVIN and GEORGE FULD

The classification of tokens is subject to much controversy. Un- 
fortunately, there is no simple system known to the writers. 

Dr. Wright, when he classified his, merely made an alphabetical list- 
ing of them and numbered them from one up, not paying too much atten- 
tion to locality or alphabetical list. This was, as far as we know, the first 
attempt to classify tokens of this particular nature. Later, Adams de- 
cided to classify tokens and only used in his classification those which 
had a definite city and state, so that he started each state alphabetically 
by cities, with the same number 1. 
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Both of these systems have some advantages and many disad- 
vantages. The authors when they attempted to set up a classification 
for tokens devised a system which they used in their first article, which 
appeared in the January 1951 Numismatist . The basic concept of this 
operation is as follows: 

STATE - NUMBER - TYPE - DECADE - METAL - SIZE 
VARIETY - RARITY 

We believe that all one has to remember is the method of classifying 
the first two, namely; the state and the number. This will give you an 
indication of exactly what type of token and where it would appear, and 
would leave the balance of the classification which is cumbersome to 
the writing or the exact classification, but with the state and number, 
it is felt that one can either classify or remember the minimum amount 
of material.

The next portion, Classification of the Tokens , is probably the most 
important, and will probably be subject to some criticism. 

However, the most important part of any system is its sense of 
classification and it is felt that by recognizing the indexing, one can file 
tokens with great accuracy and simplicity. 

We have decided that in the classification that it would be best to 
use a system similar to the Library Bureau Method of Indexing and 
Filing. This means that tokens are filed the way that one looks up a 
number in a telephone book. This particular system, however, involves 
the alphabetical arrangement of names, persons, firms, things, or sub- 
jects, and to file them alphabetically, one transfers from an alphabetical 
system to a numerical system. Any standard text on indexing and filing

rules in their application can be consulted by the student who desires to 
file his tokens and coins correctly, and we respectfully refer anyone who 
is interested, to the book, “Progressive Indexing and Filing,” Library 
Bureau Division, Remington Rand, Inc., 465 Washington St., Buffalo, 
New York. 

For this particular work we use a numerical chart.

The first operation that we do is to use the city for the master 
numbers. If the city were Baltimore, you would use 20. If the city were 
Washington, you would use 20 and the 0 from the subdivision 0. In other 
words, for single names you would use this procedure. If the city were 
New York, you would use under the division 149. This would then desig- 
nate the city of the state. You then place a point and use the same 
system that is used in the phone book numerically, for the individual 
names. If the name were John Smith, you would then use Smith, John, 
so that the number would be 175. This would then set it into the city 
and the state. Then the first number of coin that you’re indexing in 
that particular manner would then carry a point 1, etc. You would not 
take into account any changes in size or variety, because on the same 
coin, the size and variety would be taken care of at a later point — so that 
you then have your state and city and you can pretty well classify the 
entire token from this basic point. 

If you will refer back to the January 1950 Numismatist , you will 
see the manner in which these tokens are classified under this system, 
as follows:

While this may appear to be slightly complicated, I am sure that 
after the reader has studied this for a few minutes, he will see the tre- 
mendous number of possibilities, and the unlimited number of classifi- 
cations. The chances of two numbers showing up in this classification 
as the same number is about one chance in one hundred thousand. 
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The TYPE OF TOKEN is the basis of the description, whether this 
be a game counter, a store card, political, transportation, and the abbre- 
viations for these are as follows: 

GC - Game Counter TR - Transportation 

SC — Store Cards or Merchant Token AM — Amusement 

HT - Hard Time Token CK - Checks 

CW - Civil War UN - Unclassified 

PL - Political MN - Magician 

This list is flexible and can be expanded. 


THE DECADE: 


The use of the decade is an important function because it places the 
token in the year or the groups of years that the token is manufactured. 
Inasmuch as most American Tokens would start in 1700, that is the year 
we started with our 01, and this is on the following basis:

The Classification for metal is a standard type of classification, 
and so that there would be no question, we have attempted to use the 
chemical symbol for the metals which are base metal, so that this classi- 
fication copied where it is a known metal and the metal is a base metal, 
we carry the chemical symbol:

Size: 

For the size we have used the American system of 16ths, because 
apparently most writers have used this particular size, and most collec- 
tors have access to inch and fraction thereof rulers in preference to 
millimeter size, which is the European system. 


Subvarieties: 

Contrary to a number of catalogers who change the number of 
the coin because the subvariety would change, in our system of classi- 
fication, we leave everything the same with the one change being in the 
subvariety which would change, and this necessarily might change the 
rarity. We have listed the symbols which we have used for subvarieties, 
and in this manner one can have large quantities of subvarieties for the 
same number. Additions may be made to this as necessity arises.

Rarity: 


We have long thought that the classification of rarity should be 
more or less standardized, and we therefore, have used Dr. Shelton’s 
system of R1 to RIO, because we feel that based on this system one can 
obtain the maximum number of rarities. 

The above describes the entire Classification System that has been 
used by the authors for a number of years in the classification and 
cataloging of large quantities of tokens, store cards, etc., and based 
upon the experience that we have had we believe that a system as 
described above will materially assist any collector who desires to classify 
large numbers of tokens. All one really has to do is to file by the states, 
by the classification number, and you will find that your tokens will drop 
into line in the manner in which you can classify them, discuss them 
and remember them. 

Any suggestions or criticisms by readers will be appreciated, and 
the authors will try to give any further explanations desired. 



THE EMPERORS OF ROME. By Michael P. Carey. Published by Wetzel 
Publishing Company, Inc., Los Angeles 13, California. 8vo. 146 pp. Illustrated. 
Price $3. 

Of the untold number of numismatists who plan someday to write a book 
on their favorite topic, very few ever carry their plans to completion. Michael 
P. Carey is one of the rare exceptions and the work he has produced is just 
about as fine a monument as any man might wish for. 

Mr. Carey has been an enthusiastic student of Roman coins for the last 
half century and he has put his knowledge to good use in producing this 
historical reference book on the emperors, and the usurpers who governed 
the Roman empire from its beginning in B.C. 29 to its end in A.D. 491. 

The 165 biographies are written in a synoptic and easily read style. When 
possible, political issues have been avoided. 

If there is any criticism to make, it is that the author has used, in apprais- 
ing his subjects, a standard of morality which did not exist at the time they 
lived and, while some of the Roman women may have been as indiscreet as he 
suggests, it is doubtful if the emperors, especially the older ones, had the virility 
he attributes to them. 

The illustrations, with several exceptions, are taken from coins in the 
author’s collection. The collector of Roman coins will delight in them for 
the portraits depict the emperors as they are found on the regular coin of 
the realm rather than on rare medallions or unique pieces. — S.M. 
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NATIONAL BANK NOTES — FIRST CHARTER PERIOD 

By LESLIE S. COOMBS, A.N.A. 18511, Detroit, Michigan 

Concerning United States paper money old or original series 1861- 
1928, probably the most interesting notes from an artistic and historical 
standpoint are the National Bank notes of the Civil War Period. These 
notes of the First Charter period 1863-1875, were issued in nine denomi- 
nations, $1 to $1,000, and were the first notes that portrayed some of 
our most important historical events that highlighted our early days. 

These are beautifully reproduced on the reverses of these National 
Bank notes in large tableau scenes the originals of which are painted 
on the rotunda walls in the Capitol Building in Washington by early 
famous artists. 

The $18,000,000 Capitol Building is over 751 feet long and 350 feet 
wide covering 3-5 acres, and as seen from east and west it is composed 
of seven units and in the center directly under the dome is the rotunda, 
floors of which are built of Virginia sandstone painted white to harmo- 
nize with the marble portions of the building, and it is here that we find 
the beautiful historical oil paintings on the walls. 

The oil paintings on the east side of the rotunda wall are from 
north to south; Robert Weir’s “Embarkation of the Pilgrims’’; John 
Vanderlyn’s “Landing of Columbus,’’ which has been copied many times 
in our school histories; W. H. Powell’s “Discovery of the Mississippi’’; 
and John G. Chapman’s “Baptism of Pocahontas.” 

The four murals of the revolution on the west wall were painted 
by John Trumbull, who after serving through the revolution, traveled 
from New Hampshire to South Carolina to gather material for his 
pictures and had such national leaders as George Washington and 
Thomas Jefferson as models. Trumbull’s “Signing of the Declaration of 
Independence” nearest the south door was roundly criticized by John 
Randolph of Roanoke, Virginia, in 1828. He called it a “Shin Piece” 
because it exposed gentlemen’s legs in small clothes. 

The other murals from south to north are “The Surrender of Corn- 
wallis,” “The Surrender of Burgoyne” and “Washington Resigning his 
Commission.” These oil painting reproductions appear on the National 
Bank notes of the first charter period only from 1863 to 1875. These 
notes are considered the most beautiful of any ever issued by the 
Treasury Department. Today they are exceptionally scarce and very 
seldom seen. The reverses were green with center scenes in black. They 
come in quite a variety of signature combinations. 

The face or obverse of these notes are quite attractive and pretty 
with their different small scenes to the left and right of center, each 
representing Liberty, Peace, Union, Loyalty, etc. The mint seals add 
color to these notes, the small red with rays, and the small red scalloped 
being the first seals to appear on United States paper currency. Center 
of obverse is devoted to the printing of the many cities, states, and 
National Banks from place of issue along with the dates. 

Treasury, charter, and Bank numbers all appear on obverse of 
these notes in various colors. The signatures of the Secretary of the 
Treasury and United States Treasurer in office at that time are present 
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here. National Bank officials are pen signed at the bottom. On reverse 
each note has coat of arms of the state of issue and United States seal in 
upright ovals. I have several of each of these National Bank notes and 
am complete up to the $50 all in beautiful condition. 

Here are the notes as they are known and their descriptions as 
follows : 

CONCORDIA $1.00. Know also as Maidens Before the Altar. A lovely 
little scene with two maidens clasping hands in front of a quaint old-fashioned 
altar, maiden at left has her left arm raised above her head in salute to God 
— a beautiful symbol of Liberty, Peace, and Loyalty. The altar, round like a 
pillar, has a square top on which a flame of incense is burning. The front of 
the altar bears a United States coat of arms. Reverse in center oval is pictured 
“The Landing of the Pilgrims.” The Pilgrims are in the act of beaching their 
cutter in the surf with a heavy sea running. They are wading and pulling 
their cutter up on the beach. 

AMERICA SEATED $2.00. The obverse scene left is “America Seated” 
also known as “Maiden and Flag,” a maiden facing is seated on deck, her 
back to the ship's gunwale holding and displaying the American flag. Off the 
ship’s beam behind her is a ship at sea, overhead in the deep blue stars are 
shining. In the center obverse and extending over to extreme right is displayed 
a very large figure 2 lying on its face, a most prominent feature of this note, 
and due to this outstanding feature numismatists have dubbed her “The 
Lazy 2.” 

Reverse center in large oval depicts a beautiful scene of Sir Walter 
Raleigh exhibiting corn and tobacco raised in Virginia, date 1585, before the 
king and his men in England. Raleigh stands in front of a table on which the 
corn is lying and gives an exhibition of smoking. In his mouth is a very long, 
thin, straight stemmed pipe, with the large bowl resting on the table. A cloud 
of smoke issues forth from mouth and pipe bowl alike. The king is sitting at 
the table opposite Sir Walter garbed in his royal costume. His men are 
standing behind him in a group, and all are watching with intent interest. 
A boy valet has reached the table holding a tray of silver service and awed 
at the sight of Raleigh’s exhibition fitfully tips the tray with both drinking 
vessels headed for the floor as the decanter careens crazily over. 

Sir Walter Raleigh was most popular among the people, to the chagrin 
of the jealous king who decided to be rid of him later after Raleigh had 
completed the king’s obligations. Taken to court on a trumped up charge, he 
was sentenced to be beheaded. The people were angry and would plead for 
the life of the prisoner, but early on the day of execution the king took off 
to parts unknown to make sure of Raleigh’s gory death. The king had once 
remarked that the only way to stop Raleigh from smoking was to chop his 
head off. Raleigh smoked his pipe up until the very last minute. 

THE COLUMBUS $5.00. The scene left obverse depicts “Columbus in 
Sight of Land.” Columbus in costume, stands out on deck by the ship’s gunwale 
just abaft of foresail amid a group of his men facing outboard and looking 
sharply landward across the stretch of sea, his arm extended with open palm 
in a welcome gesture to the distant headlands. In front of Columbus an officer 
is sprawled across a hawser, one knee on the coil, right hand ahold of gunwale 
looking up at Columbus. His left hand is pointing out the headlands. A leather 
strap across his shoulder suspends a sword slung behind him. Another of the 
party is kneeling on deck in prayer with head upraised, clasped in his hands 
is a small crucifix. 

Right obverse “Indian Princess” — a lovely little scene, and an artist’s 
ideal conception of a joyous meeting of the peoples East and West. An officer 
is escorting the princess along with his arm around behind her looking down 
intently into soft liquid eyes and a beautiful Indian face. The princess is 
wearing a long white dress reaching to the ground sashed at the waist, a 
dainty and shapely little bare foot peeks out ahead of her from under her 
dress. Her flowing glossy black hair is decorated at the front with white 
feathers. Immediately in # front of them in the shade of trees a maiden is 
seated, dressed in white dress with a scarf. Her arm is extended in a welcome 
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salute to the princess. Beside her sits a dark native with another standing 
behind her in the dark shadows, they are wearing robes and turbans. 

~ Reverse in a center oval is a beautiful reproduction of “The Landing of 
Columbus,” mural of which is by the famous artist John Vanderlyn. I will 
omit its description here as it is no doubt familiar to most of us, being repro- 
duced in many of our school histories. 

THE FRANKLIN $10.00 - “Franklin and Kite.” Obverse left is the his- 
torical and interesting little scene picturing Franklin experimenting with 
electricity when he flew his famous kite in a thunderstorm in 1752. Standing 
in the shelter of a porch by some shrubbery with kite in the clouds a streak 
of lightning at the kite. The string is visible to thumb^ and finger where a 
large old-fashioned key is hanging. The string loops down to his right hand 
at his side and to the ground. A boy seated on a stump in front of Franklin 
is watching the experiment. Franklin discovered that lightning was electricity 
and that a system of lightning rods on buildings would protect them from 
damage. 

Scientists believe the electric sparks that jumped off the key were not 
the result of a direct bolt of lightning down the kite string, but stored up 
electricity in the air, a condition that exists during a thunderstorm. Benjamin 
Franklin was born in Boston in 1706 of what he called the middling people. 
His father was a candlemaker. Ben’s mother was a tidy Nantucket woman. 
Ben when a boy learned the printing trade during an apprenticeship to his 
brother James and soon became an expert and ten years later was the best 
and biggest printer in America, producing almanacs, religious books, text 
books, and the finest in current English literature. He founded the first 
German language newspaper in this country and was editing the magazine 
that later became The Saturday Evening Post. In twenty years Ben became 
Philadelphia’s most prominent citizen, becoming clerk of the Colony’s Assem- 
bly, Alderman, and organizer of the first fire brigade. In a few years more 
he was founder of the Philadelphia Academy, Pennsylvania’s first college. He 
was the Colony’s Postmaster, and its most potent politician and originated 
the American Philosophical Society. Later he was appointed postmaster of 
all the American Colonies in 1753. Balance sheets were in red ink and mails 
were slow with much red tape. He organized a system and in a short time 
his department showed a profit. 

Franklin was always an unpretentious kindly sort of a man and honest 
— calling himself a nobody. At forty he was comfortably settled with all the 
importance of a big frog in a small pond. From a traveling “professor” he 
purchased a jar which people dubbed parlor magic. It was a jar for condensing 
electricity produced by hand friction, and in a few months found out more 
about electricity and its mysteries than all other scientists ever knew. As 
sparks flew from his woodshed laboratory the crowds had to be roped back. 
Franklin was the first man ever to understand that electricity is a current 
and the first to conduct it where he wished, thus he found that electricity 
is energy and that no man before him had ever turned a wheel or made a 
bell ring by it. Franklin’s experiments literally amazed European scientific 
circles. They brought him membership in learned societies and honorary 
degrees from the greatest universities, carrying with them the title of “Doctor” 
Franklin, for he had touched off the dynamo of the electrical age. 

Ben wished that he could wake up every hundred years after his death 
and see how his country was getting on. Could he do so now he would find 
his people living by electricity and would chuckle with delight. 

Franklin was sent to London in 1764 to stand up to Parliament, and 
fought and won the repeal of the Stamp Act for which he became famous. 
After eleven years as a diplomat he left England. 

When in the first hot days of July of 1776, Continental Congress assembled 
in Philadelphia, Franklin was appointed with Adams and Jefferson to draw 
up the Declaration of Independence. Jefferson is the foremost author of it. 
Franklin modified the wording, making it calmer and more exact in many 
places. 

Franklin always succeeded because he was “Benjamin Franklin” the 
“good Doctor” and because honest and candid people found him honest and 
candid and scholarly and simple men found him one of themselves. When 
Franklin was presented at Versailles as the Ambassador to a recognized 
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nation he had not appeared in satin, wig and sword but in his old brown coat 
carrying his walking stick, wearing his square rimmed spectacles with his 
gray hairs flowing out from under his fur cap. Thus the legend of the good 
old doctor was firm. 

At last now he was getting too old to climb up for a book he might want 
on the top shelf of his library so he devised the hook and pole still used 
today in libraries and groceries. He was 84 when his death came in 1790. 

Obverse right is “Columbia” known also as “Eagle and Maiden.” In this 
lovely little scene the artist portrays it much as you would see it in a Fairy- 
land book. Columbia is seated on center of the eagle’s back as ladies ride 
horseback. They are flying through the clouds with the long ribbon streamers 
floating around and behind them in the breeze. Her right arm encircles the 
eagle’s neck, who has turned his head to look back in the maiden’s face. She 
is free and about nude from above her waist. A large white star is centered 
over her forehead in her wavy brown hair. Her left arm circles over her head 
with her hand clasped on a streak of lightning which extends down, crossing 
the tip of the eagle’s left wing. 

Reverse in large center oval is the beautiful reproduction of “De Soto 
Discovering the Mississippi” — mural by the famous artist W. H. Powell. 
De Soto is pictured with his men on a promontory in a clearing overlooking 
the Mississippi. De Soto sits on a giant prancing white horse with his men in 
a large circle around him. He has his regalia on with a white plume in his 
hat, and is sitting up straight on his horse gazing out across the waters of 
the Mississippi. His large company of men are busily engaged in the interest 
of their camp duties. Over to the right of this circle three men are raising 
a large crucifix. 

LEXINGTON $20.00 NOTE. Another interesting Note of Historical Value. 
Obverse left depicts a scene of the battle of Lexington with soldiers in action 
during the battle with nurses attending the wounded and dying on the 
battlefield. 

Right obverse Columbia carries the flag leading a group of citizens. She 
wears a long white dress, narrow belt, a long black boa is hung over her 
shoulders, draping down in front almost to her feet; on her head is a band 
of stars. Over this scene is stamped the word Loyalty for which it stands. 

The reverse of this note in a large oval is a most beautiful tableau repro- 
duction of “The Baptism of Pocahontas” mural by the famous artist John G. 
Chapman. In this beautiful scene Mr. Whitaker as' an Episcopal clergyman 
is standing on the platform before Pocahontas in white surplice and performs 
the ceremony. Pocahontas is kneeling before the altar with head bowed, a 
white band around the crown of her glossy black head, her little hands clasped 
beneath a long black scarf which crosses her right shoulder and drapes down 
her snowy white dress in front, the long train of her white dress is spread out 
behind her. 

Pocahontas is baptized amid a group of royalty, English citizens, her 
Indian brother, and Indian friends were there dressed in Indian garb. This 
unusual, fantastic and interesting chapter in our early history I have chosen 
to elaborate on as follows. 

Pocahontas being the daughter of Powhatan; “The Powhatan,” as he was 
termed by the historian Fiske as a Scottish clan would speak of their leader 
as “The McGregor,” ruled all the land south of the Potomac between the sea 
and mountains below the falls of the rivers, mighty chief of 30 tribes with 
30 under kings numbering 8,000 and all ruled over by The Powhatan, he 
inherited this mighty confederacy and domains. His only official residence 
and capitol was situated upon a high hill overlooking the York and was 
called “Werowocomoco.” 

Pocahontas had a sister named Mattachan and two brothers — one her 
favorite brother, Mantaquas, of whom she was proud. 

The Powhatans were very fond of the dance and celebrated every 
important occasion in this manner playing on rude instruments made of 
gourds. They played upon pipes and jingled tambourines made of skins and 
bangles. Historians tell us they played with quite a degree of harmony 
and time. 
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In the dances Pocahontas, being The Powhatan’s daughter, was always 
chosen leader and has been picturesquely described as a slip of a girl and 
danced with graceful abandonment as she swayed and bent leading her line 
of dancers. Her glossy black hair crowned with a wreath of bright red berries 
or autumn leaves as of colors of scarlet, brown and gold. 

How her dark eyes sparkled and white teeth flashed as the dance grew 
faster and merrier, until, laughing and panting, she would sink against the 
mossy trunk of a tree exhausted. All historians speak of her as “the little 
Pocahontas” and speak of her slight but well rounded figure. Captain John 
Smith in writing to the Queen said, “Of so great a spirit however her stature.” 

When Captain John Smith was captured by The Powhatan Indians and 
was about to be slain she begged in her soft Indian tongue for the life of the 
poor captive, thus saving Smith from a savage death. She befriended the 
early colonists heading an Indian relief party to feed the starving white people 
from her father’s storehouse of corn and other supplies. 

Pocahontas was taken prisoner and held as hostage until Powhatan 
returned men and arms he had taken from the English. Powhatan loved his 
daughter Pocahontas very devotedly. During this time a period of nearly a 
year — on the boat’s arrival in Jamestown among those who met her was 
Captain John Rolfe. Pocahontas was now in her eighteenth year and in the 
full flower of perfectly developed womanhood. Historians describe her costume 
at that time, which must have been extremely picturesque. Her dress was a 
robe of doeskin lined with down from the breast of the wood pigeon. She 
wore coral bracelets on her wrists and ankles and a white plume in her hair, 
the badge of royal blood. 

She wore soft tan moccasins beaded with coral and pearl and on her arms 
and about her throat were fastened chains of pearls — wampum — while bands 
of woven pearl and coral encircled the crown of her glossy black head and 
held her tossing feather in place. It was soon discovered that she was not 
only beautiful but remarkably bright and interesting; showing much more 
than the average intelligence of her tribe. 

Constantly thrown with the Indian Princess young Captain Rolfe soon 
realized he was madly in love with her and he saw that she was properly 
educated in the Christian religion. The worthy Mr. Whitaker was her instruc- 
tor, and Pocahontas openly renounced the idolatry of her people and confessed 
the faith of Christ and was then baptized with the Christian name of Rebecca 
in the church at Jamestown on April 11, 1613, in the presence of a large 
assembly of Indian and English friends. 

She was taken by Captain Rolfe aboard the boat by previous arrangement 
to visit and while aboard unbeknown to Pocahontas the boat up anchored 
and started out to sea before she realized she was on the way to England. 
Pocahontas was very sad because of her father, Powhatan, and what he would 
think. Then also she realized she was very deeply in love with Captain 
John Rolfe. 

After her education John Rolfe married Pocahontas in the church in 
Jamestown, April 5, 1614. She was royally received in England by the King 
and Queen and all England knew her as “Lady Rebekah.” Early in 1617 
Rolfe was made Secretary of the Colony in Virginia and they were about to 
sail for America when Pocahontas became suddenly ill and died before leaving 
Gravesend, England. She was buried in the Parish Church there. 

Her son, Thomas Rolfe, being left with an uncle in England grew to 
manhood there, then returned to Virginia to become an ancestor of not a 
line of kings, but of the family of Murray, Fleming, Gay, Whittle, Robertson, 
Bolling, and Eldredge, also as a branch of Randolphs to which the famous 
John Randolph of Roanoke belonged. 

WASHINGTON CROSSING THE DELAWARE $50 NOTE. Scene 
obverse left is “Washington Crossing the Delaware” a lovely little historical 
scene that has been reproduced many times in history books and elsewhere. 
Scene right obverse represents Victory by the artist. In the foreground is a 
continental soldier kneeling on his left knee in a rough and wooded terrain, 
hands together between his knees resting right elbow on right knee and pray- 
ing. A group of three maidens in a row stands behind him. The one nearest 
him has head and eyes uplifted to heaven. The maiden in the middle is holding 
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a long sword on the point of which hangs his hat. The third maiden in the 
rear has her right arm upraised holding a pair of scales. Behind them is a 
canopy over which is the word Victory. 

Reverse in center oval is a large and beautiful tableau reproduction of 
the “Embarkation of the Pilgrims,” mural by the famous artist Robert Weir. 
The scene is up on the deck of the forecastle on the sailing ship. The pilgrims 
are arranged in a half circle around the gunwale from port to starboard. Two 
very elderly pilgrims dressed in robes with white beards and long white hair 
are holding the attention of the group, the one up forward is holding the 
open Book — head uplifted and speaking. The other is kneeling on the edge 
of the forward hatch — head and eyes uplifted in prayer. In the center of 
this half circle just abaft of the forward hatch are piled their hats and helmets. 

PERRY LEAVES THE LAWRENCE $100 NOTE. Scene right obverse 
is “Perry Leaving the Lawrence.” In the fore is the loaded cutter taking off. 
They are all feathering their oars as Perry stands in the bow of the cutter 
with the American flag as a background. Behind the cutter floats the burning 
ship with the name Lawrence on the stern just below the quarterdeck. Off 
at sea is seen a sailing ship. Right obverse is a scene which represents “The 
Union.” Columbia is seated, and in front of her is the mace on which reads 
“The Union.” Printed at the right are the words “Maintain It.” 

Reverse in large center oval a tableau reproduction of “The Signing of 
the Declaration of Independence” mural by John Trumbull and a masterpiece 
of art. As seen in this large assembly room are the signers of the “Declaration 
of Independence” including such notables as George Washington, Jefferson, 
Adams, Ben Franklin and many more. Tables and desks were arranged in 
two long rows on either side of the long and spacious room. Franklin was 
appointed with Adams and Jefferson to draw up “The Declaration of Inde- 
pendence.” Jefferson is the foremost author of it. Franklin modified the 
wording, making it calmer and more exact in places. These famous men are 
seen at a large table in the center of the picture. 

SURRENDER OF BURGOYNE - $500 NOTE. Left obverse “Genius of 
the American Navy” Columbia is standing by the windlass house facing, crown 
of stars on her head shading her eyes with her hand. Around her is a winch- 
drum, turnstyle, and anchor chain which leads around behind her. In the 
distance can be seen an old house shaded by trees. Directly over her head 
glides a large sea gull. 

Right obverse “Arrival of the Sirius in New York, 1838.” A side view of 
the good ship Sirius is seen in water calm as a millpond. Abeam and astern 
of her are other ships at anchor. In the fore crowded cutters are headed for 
shore packed to the gunwales. Standing in the bow of the first cutter an 
officer, arm upraised giving his commands as of Stroke, Stroke, and feather 
your oars. 

Reverse in large center oval is the tableau reproduction of “The Sur- 
render of Burgoyne,” mural by John Trumbull. First a brief account that 

leads up to our scene. During the Battle of Saratoga Burgoyne is outnum- 
bered by Gates officers and men by about double. At Fishkill, Burgoyne is 
ready to attack when he discovers he is surrounded on three sides, then he 

decides to retreat but after council it is too late, as the trap is closed. The 

English-employed hundreds of Indians who perpetrated many savage deeds, 
July 27, 1777, a Miss Jane MacCrea, daughter of a clergyman was brutally 
murdered and scalped. Indians had scalped 700 men, women, and children 
and to stimulate recruiting here is a poetic example signed John Burgoyne: 

I will let loose the dogs of Hell, 

Ten thousand Indians, who shall yell 
And foam and tear, and grin and roar, 

And drench their moccasins in gore; 

To those I'll give full scope and play 
From Ticonderog to Florida. 

On October 16 after many qualms and renewed consultations with 
his military advisers Burgoyne signed the treaty. John Trumbull gives 
us a beautiful reproduction of his famous painting as follows. When the 
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procession arrived opposite the American headquarters the two Com- 
manders issued from a tent and placed themselves in full view of both 
armies. Then Burgoyne delivered over his sword to Gates, who received 
it with a courteous inclination of the head, and instantly returned it to 
the owner. 

The sword is still preserved by the family. It is a soldier’s weapon, 
with a blade forged for use and not for show, with a very solid handle 
of ivory which fits and fills the grasp. For many years it was in the pos- 
session of Field Marshal Sir John Fox Burgoyne and San Sebastian. 

Gates entertained the chief officers of the Royal Army at a banquet 
of antique simplicity, the table was bare planks laid on empty barrels. 
The camp had only two glasses for the use of Gates and Burgoyne, there 
was plenty of roasts, etc. but no liquor except rum and water. Burgoyne 
being asked for a toast, gave General Washington and his host responded 
by drinking to the King. 

WASHINGTON RESIGNING HIS COMMISSION - $1,000 NOTE. 
Observe right. General Winfield Scott is seen entering Mexico City 
dressed in uniform on a large white horse. Right obverse is pictured 
the Capitol Building at Washington, D. C. Reverse “Washington Resign- 
ing His Commission.” 

On retiring is a brief account of his several speeches. April 19, 
1783 — 8th anniversary of Lexington and Concord, Washington read to 
his troops the proclamation of Congress announcing the end of hostilities 
and at no time did his character shine brighter than the months follow- 
ing his triumph at Yorktown. He urged patriotism and respect to other 
nations. The treasury was empty, the paper currency was worthless, 
officers and soldiers were unpaid. He spoke again the next spring when 
the officers and men were about to threaten Congress for their pay at 
Camp Newburgh on the Hudson in an eloquent address to them mingled 
with pathos and firmness. As he addressed them he drew from his pocket 
a pair of spectacles never worn before, adjusted them, and quietly re- 
marked, “I have grown old in your service and now I am going blind.” 
Generals Schuyler and Knox rode to their quarters together after the 
meeting, unashamed of the tears they shed at these words. 

On December 4th he took an affectionate farewell to his officers at 
Fraunces Tavern and then embarked at the Battery for the Jersey shore. 
John Trumbull’s scene here on reverse of the $1,000 note depicts Wash- 
ington on December 23rd as he appeared before the score or so of mem- 
bers of Congress assembled at Annapolis, Maryland, and laid down the 
command which he had borne with such skill and patience through 
eight years of trial. Then he returned to his beloved home at Mount 
Vernon. “I have retired from all public employment,” he wrote to his 
dear friend Lafayette, “and shall tread the paths of private life with 
heartfelt satisfaction. I shall move gently down the stream of life until 
I sleep with my fathers.” He had seen the long struggle through. He 
had won the independence of the United States.

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ARCHITECTURE AND NUMISMATICS 

By WALDO B. CHRISTENSON, A.N.A. No. 15998 

(A paper presented before the Pacific Northwest Coin Convention, Centralia, 
Washington, May 27, 1951.) 

Geography, geology, climate, religion and social influences all unite 
to form the roots from which architecture and numismatics have devel- 
oped. Buildings and coins are the printing presses of the ages, accurately 
portraying the society in which they flourished. From ancient Troy to 
modern New York, man’s buildings and his coins depict his progress, his 
hopes and fears, his joys and his sorrows. 

Buildings, like coins, have served man well since earliest recorded 
history — they have been his means of expressing form and function, 
truth and beauty —they have assisted him toward a more full realization 
of his artistic desires. Wherever men gathered, architecture and trade 
soon followed. Buildings and coins were essential to the growth of 
civilization, and they became the permanent evidence of its history. 

Architecture is a chronicle in stone, while numismatics is a veritable 
history in bronze. Both are human arts, as well as affairs of the material, 
and are governed and limited only by the extent of their designer’s 
imagination and ingenuity. 

Architecture and numismatics are exact sciences, portraying func- 
tional civilization. A particular building is a definite, precise composi- 
tion of forms serving a specific purpose, and a particular coin is likewise 
a definite object whose identity may be somewhat obscure but whose 
fabric and design are very much a distinct entity. 

Architecture stems from man’s need for shelter, whether it be a 
home, a church, or a place of business. A building is fundamentally 
erected to provide shelter for the activities for which it is intended. 
Architecture has been defined as “building with skill and beauty.’’ 

Numismatics is the science of coins and medals, and stems from 
man’s need for a medium of exchange — something he could trade or 
barter for something he needed or wanted. Medals as differentiated from 
coins, usually commemorate some person or event and are likened to a 
similar function in architecture as expressed by monuments and memori- 
als. Thus are represented two of the most important factors in man’s 
development from primitive times to the present. The improvements in 
standard of living, development of culture, and the growth of civilization 
from barbarism to our present state are vividly portrayed by buildings 
and coins and their story is truly one to inspire. Those of us who con- 
template their history and strive to unlock their secrets will be well 
rewarded. That these two sciences have many common traits and that 
their historical developments follow definite parallel trends has received 
far too little attention. Much has been said and written about buildings 
portrayed on coins and medals, but I would like to study and compare 
the humanities and the motivating forces which brought forth these 
sciences. 

Primitive man’s powers of imagination were styled by his need for 
self-preservation and existence. He had no time to design beautiful 
buildings and coins. With the advent of the discovery of metals, he 
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fashioned various implements and tools of these strange new materials 
— naturally these were cherished greatly and being vital in his struggle 
for life, assumed great intrinsic value — quite naturally his first coins 
were miniature copies of these tools — for example the spade money of 
ancient China. His crude huts and tents were constructed for shelter 
with little thought of beauty, but as imagination began to develop and 
function, his coins and buildings expressed that development. The 
ancient series in my opinion reached its culmination on the Acropolis in 
Athens, and was expressed by this tetradrachm and the Parthenon. As 
I hold this tetradrachm of Athens in my hand, I sense the immortality 
of its designer and moneyer. He is still very much alive to me. 

Over 2200 years ago a man’s mind conceived this coin and his hands 
fashioned it. I feel it a privilege to be its curator for a short time. 
Notice the fabric of this piece — its clarity of design and purpose — and 
its exquisite composition — the head of Athena in Attic helmet on the 
obverse, the owl symbol is on the reverse — standing on the amphora 
or wine jug. The inscription is of Pilei of Dioskuri. The Acropolis or 
hill upon which the upper city of Athens was built contained the citadel 
where for safety, the principal temples and treasure houses were erected. 
This was the crowning glory of the Hellenic Period. 

The Parthenon was erected during the time of Pericles and dedi- 
cated to Athena Parthenos, the virgin Athena. Ictinus and Callicrates 
were the architects. The temple is 10r-4" x 228'-2", and was used as the 
treasury. Near the western end of the naos, or central portion, stood the 
famous statue of Athena, one of the most marvelous works of Pheidas, 
the sculptor. It was of gold and ivory, about 40' high and the gold plates 
which formed the drapery, armour and accessories over the wooden core 
were detachable so they could be removed in case of danger. The face, 
hands and feet were of ivory, the eyes of precious stones. The most 
prominent external features of the Parthenon are the fluted marble col- 
umns. The 32 still standing are 6'-2" in diameter at the base and 34'-3" 
high. They taper very gracefully to 4 '- 9 %" in diameter at the top. This 
entasis, or tapering, is to overcome the optical illusion of bulging. The 
architrave and cornice over the columns was ornamented with bronze 
shields presented by Alexander the Great and contained dedicatory 
inscriptions in bronze letters. Above the cornice the triangular portion 
or pediment, which was the crowning feature of the end facades, was 
richly embellished with the world’s most beautiful statuary — the east- 
ern end represents the birth of Athena, the western end the contest of 
Athena and Poseidon for the soil of Attica. Traces of bright color are 
still evident in the sculptures of the pediments, and friezes. This miracle 
of architecture — of glistening white marble, marvelous sculpture and 
glowing color has thrown its spell and its glamor over men through the 
ages and as Emerson said, “Earth proudly wears the Parthenon as the 
best gems upon her zone.” The Parthenon still stands as the greatest 
existing monument to the Golden Age of Greece, and is her most precious 
heritage. 

The commanding position of Italy in the Mediterranean area enabled 
Rome to act as an intermediary in the spread of art and civilization 
over Europe, Asia, and Africa. The Romans proceeded logically and 
methodically in their Empire building — they conquered by war, dom- 
inated by force of character, ruled by laws, and civilized by arts and 
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letters. They depended for their extension of power on conquest, while 
the Greeks, a seafaring people, expanded by colonization. The Roman 
Empire was ultimately not confined geographically to Italy — but in- 
cluded all those parts of Europe, North Africa, and Western Asia which 
constituted the then known world. 

The Romans in their architecture adopted much of the Greek style 
— while temples were the predominating buildings of the Greeks — the 
varied needs of the Roman civilization produced many other types of 
buildings — baths, amphitheatres, aqueducts, bridges, tombs and basilicas, 
all testify to the constructive and inventive genius of the Romans — 
their buildings are majestic and express the grandeur of the Roman 
imperial power — so also with their coins and medals — notice the arro- 
gant attitude of the portraits on these silver denari and bronzes. A 
glance will show one the similarity in basic design character of the 
Roman coins and Roman buildings. 

This large bronze of Hadrian expresses to me the pomp and cere- 
mony of the Roman empire. On the obverse is a portrait of Hadrian, 
upright and forceful — the very image of the powerful Roman emperor. 
Hadrian lived from A.D. 76 to 138 and was known as one of the “five 
good emperors” of Rome. His reign was marked by wise legal and 
military reforms, civic improvements and a spirit of toleration toward 
Christians. He won the good will of his people by wise and kind treat- 
ment — one act in particular which endeared him to thousands both in 
Italy and the provinces was that he cancelled all taxes in arrears for 
the last 15 years and publicly burned the documents in the forum of 
Trajan. Hadrian had a first-hand knowledge of his empire. He built 
many structures worthy of study. Eight years before his death he con- 
structed the Castle Saint Angelo — this later became Hadrian’s tomb. 
It is 230' in diameter and rests on a stone foundation 300' square. This 
tomb, during the middle ages was connected with the Vatican by an 
underground passage. 

The varied social forces, human needs and character, as evidenced 
by coins and buildings, can be traced all through the ages from primi- 
tive times to the present. These two sciences supply us with a key to 
the habits, thoughts and aspirations of many peoples. Without knowl- 
edge of their buildings or their money, history would lack human interest 
and would indeed be a dreary subject. Few people may wander through 
the ruins of the Parthenon or contemplate the mysteries of Chartres 
Cathedral without feeling the pulse of the times, and few may view a 
tetradrachm of Athens or study coins of Phillip II of France without 
sensing the human forces at work during those days. 

The thoughtful study of architecture and numismatics opens the 
door to the enjoyment of seeing and using buildings and coins with an 
awareness and an appreciation of their purpose, their meaning and 
their charm. Every building and every coin conjures up the intimate 
feelings and life of times long past.

Camburg, a small town about fifteen miles northeast of Weimer, 
was the site of a kipper mint erected in early 1621 by a Herr von 
WOLFRAMBSDORF from Zeitz. Wolframbsdorf farmed the mint at 

Camburg, together with those at Dornburg and Rossla. The mint- 
masters at Camburg, apparently two in number, are unknown except 
for their marks (Five Petaled Flower, No. 17; and Rosette of Seven 
Points, No. 64). The second of these two officials was called to Alten- 
burg on February 9, 1622, an action which probably signalled closure 
of the mint.

C.C.P. Carl Christoph PRIBUS, medalist and mint-engraver at Dresden circa 
1764-87. Died 1787.

In 1655 he became assistant warden there, and in 1678 was appointed 
mintmaster (1678-86). After Fischer’s death in 1686, his successor, 
KOCH, served as acting mintmaster at Dresden until his appointment 
was ratified in 1688. Fischer’s personal mark was “Two Fishes,” 
No. 61. 

3. Christian FISCHER, mintmaster at Gotha 1683-90. 

4. Johann Carl FALKNER at Eisenach 1692-93. See I.C.F. 

C.G. Christoph GROSS, Ducal Mining Director at Saalfeld 1597-1610. 

O.H.M. Christian Henning MULLER (Also known to Forrer as Heinrich 
Christian MULLER), mintmaster at Eisenach 1690-91. 

Daniel EBERLIN, appointed superintendent of the Eisenach mint 
in 1689, purchased a new building to house it in August of the same 
year. Shortly afterward, Muller, formerly mintmaster at Siegen and 
Herborn (Nassau) 1682-84, was selected as Eisenach mintmaster, and 
coining was begun early in 1690. 

In September, after a good number of coins had been struck, Duke 
Johann Georg II of Eisenach received word that the Emperor’s com- 
missioner, Theobald von KURZROCK, was in the neighborhood with a 
detachment of Brandenburg soldiery, bent on closing fly-by-night 
mints. Since the mint at Eisenach was without imperial sanction, the 
duke became uneasy, and to avoid difficulties, ordered work stopped. 
His agitation lasted, however, only until it was discovered that Kurz- 
rock’s authority extended uniquely over mints operated by cities and 
non-sovereign counties. Here the shoe did not fit. Eisenach was an 
independent duchy. After a dignified pause Johann Georg gave the 
signal to begin work again. Muller, however, had apparently had 
enough, and resigned in April, 1691, to take service with Prussia as 
warden of the mint at Koenigsberg, where he died in office in 1718. 

C.I.K. Christian Josef KRUEGER, junior, 1785-1814. See KRUEGER. 

C.M. 1. Christian MALER, son of Valentin Maler, was born at Nurnberg 
on July 11, 1578, and was active as a medalist in that city 1603-41. 
He died about 1641. 

2. Cornelius MELDE, mintmaster at Dresden for a few months in 
1635. 

3. Christoph MULLER, warden of the mint at Dessau 1693-94, at 
Muhlhausen 1701, and mintmaster at Eisenach 1711-15. The Eisenach 
mint had remained idle from 1701 until Muller’s appointment on 
December 11, 1711. He resigned at Easter, 1715.

C.O. Coburg mint on coins of Saxe-Coburg-Eisenach 1601-12. In conjunc- 
tion with “Acorn and Lazy B” (No. 42) 1601-04, and with W.A. 1604-12, 
which see for mint history. 

C.PR.C. “Cum Privilegio Caesareo,” a title borne by several leading 17th and 
18th century medailleurs, often found beside their initials. Literally it 
indicates that the bearer had been authorized to strike medals por- 
traying the Emperor and his family without receiving prior permis- 
sion in each case. In other words, the holder was trusted to respect 
the imperial dignity, and could cut dies of this category in his own 
home with a minimum of supervision from Vienna. 

C.R. Constantin ROTH, mintmaster at Dresden 1641-78, died June 27, 1678. 
Roth’s auxiliary mark was an Acorn (No. 41). 

C.R.K. (Carl) Reinhard KRUEGER. See KRUEGER. 

C.S.W. Christian Siegmund WERMUTH (1710-91), Electoral Saxon Medalist 
and engraver at Dresden circa 1735-73. Son of Christian Wermuth of 
Gotha. 

CVL monogram Cyriacus von LEYE (LEHR, LOHR, or LOHRA) from Hal- 
berstadt, mintmaster at Weimar 1618-20. 

The Dukes of Weimar, first of the Ernestine princes to grasp the 
dizzy brass ring of kipper inflation, set up their own mint at Weimar 
in 1618. Von Leye was installed as mintmaster on December 31st of 
that year, but was occupied making proofs of the proposed coinage 
until April 4, 1619, when the first currency was actually struck. He 
left Weimar in the middle of 1620, and subsequently became master 
of the mint at Hornstein in 1622. 

Weimar, which fell to the House of Wettin in 1385, had previously 
been a local bracteat mint. During the reign of Wilhelm III of Thurin- 
gia (1445-82), it served as a groschen mint under mintmasters Hans 
ERHARD and Philipp MARTERSTECK, son of the (1463) Gotha mint- 
master, Heinrich Martersteck.

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C.VV. Christian WERMUTH, Chief Medailleur at Gotha 1688-1739, died there 
on December 3, 1739. 

Wermuth, one of the most famous latter day German engravers, 
and perhaps the medalist most closely connected with the rulers of 
Saxony, was born at Altenburg on December 16, 1661. After suitable 
education in Dresden, where his father was beltmaker to the court, 
Wermuth was apprenticed to Ernst Caspar DURR, the current Elec- 
toral Medailleur. Subsequently, he was employed by the engraver 
PICHLER, whom he left to accept an appointment as medalist in the 
mint at Sondershausen, Schwarzburg. By 1688 he had achieved suffi- 
cient note to be named Chief Medalist at the Gotha mint, as well as 
Ducal Saxon Court Medalist. From that year Wermuth worked 
steadily not only for the Gothan line and the other branches of the 
Saxon ruling house, but also for most of the other German ruling 
families, cutting dies for a vast number of coins and medals, now 
computed at over 1300. Over 100 of these were satirical in nature, and 
were suppressed. 

In 1699 Wermuth was granted imperial sanction to strike medals 
in his own home (See C.PR.C). In 1703, after the death of Raimund 
FALZ, he was honored with appointment to the latter’s position as 
Chief Medailleur to the King of Prussia. He, however, declined to 
move to Berlin. 

Wermuth had five sons, three of whom were clever engravers. 

C. W.H. Carl Wilhelm HOECKNER, medalist at Dresden 1741-86. See HOECK- 

NER. 

D. 1 . Sebastian DADLER 1619-53. See S.D. 

2. Munich mint on coins of Saxe-Meiningen 1901-15. 

I).B. Dornburg mint on Altenburg kipper coins 1621. 

Herr von WOLFRAMBSDORF, who had been granted farming 
privileges by the ducal government, established a mint at Dornburg, 
thirteen miles east of Weimar, at the Schiefferhof Inn, which he had 
purchased on July 28, 1621. Dornburg mint was closed on October 
28th of the same year by the government, which, suspecting fraud, had 
demanded an inventory. The mintmaster is unknown. 

DK monogram Daniel KELLERTHALER, a goldsmith and medalist of Augs- 
burg who worked at the Electoral Saxon Court circa 1608-54 under the 
protection of the Electress Magdalene Sibylla. 

D.K. David KAPPLAN, assistant mintmaster at Saalfeld 1622. See H.H.I. 

D.O. DURR and OMEIS, medalists at Dresden circa 1676. See E.C.D. and 

M.H.O 

DOELL, Johann Veit, medalist, born Suhl, Thuringia, February 2, 1750, died 
there October 15, 1835. 

I>.S. Daniel SIVERT, Danzig mintwarden 1698-1734, on medals of Electoral 
Saxony 1730-33. 

D. W. David WOLCKE, mintmaster at Gottorp in Holstein, Judewein and 

Altenburg in Saxe-Altenburg, and at Weimar in Saxe-Weimar. Wolcke 
served at Judewein for only a few days circa March 22, 1622, after 
leaving Gottorp. Subsequently, he was master of the “Deutsche 
Haus” Mint in Altenburg from February 25, 1623, until the mint 
closed in 1625 (See A encircled, and A.B. for Altenburg mint history). 
Between 1632-37 Wolcke acted as mintmaster in Weimar. 

E. 1. Eisenach mint on kipper coins of Saxe-Old-Eisenach 1620-22. 

Eisenach, capital of three successive Saxon Duchies in the 17th 
and 18th centuries, is an important city in northwestern Thuringia. 
Circa 1150 a mint had been set up there, and bracteats were struck 
by Landgrave Ludwig II of Thuringia. Bracteats, groschen and hohl- 
pfennigs were thereafter minted at Eisenach until about 1450 by the 
Thuringian landgraves and their successors, the margraves of Meis- 
sen, although the city itself did not have the coinage right. In the 
middle of the 15th century Eisenach mint was abandoned, as were 
most of the Thuringian mints, because the House of Wettin had come 
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into possession of far richer mines in the Wittenberg territories 
acquired in 1423. 

Greed, and the subdivision of sovereignty among the several 
princes of the Saxon line, finally restored Eisenach's mint. By 1620 
the kipper inflation was spiraling upward rapidly, raising the specter 
of enormous seignorage profits before Germany’s delighted princes. 
Johann Ernst of Saxe-Eisenach, along with most of his peers, moved 
rapidly to convert the specter to flesh. Wolf FROMELL, mintmaster- 
elect of the projected Coburg mint at Neustadt a.d. Heide, was called 
in to establish a mint at Eisenach. Fromell completed construction 
in short order, but before any coins were struck he was supplanted 
by Johann ZIESSLER, a native of Molsheim in the Bishopric of 
Strassburg and son of the Strassburg mintmaster, Heinrich Ziessler. 
Ziessler began minting on December 22, 1620, and in accordance 
with the existing treaty between Duke Johann Ernst and his brother, 
Johann Casimir of Coburg, struck coins of a weight and fineness 
identical to those from Coburg mint. This treaty, which provided, in 
addition, a common assayer and similar coin legends for both mints, 
was abrogated in early summer, 1621, when Coburg discovered that 
Eisenach was not only emitting overly debased coin, but was also 
about to open other mints at Ostheim and Korner. 

After discontinuance of the common coinage in July, 1621, Eisen- 
ach mint was operated independently until the following summer 
when Ziessler was removed from office and the mint was closed. 

Ziessler immediately obtained the post of mintmaster at Kulm- 
bach for Brandenburg-Franconia. While Eisenach was active he had 
used two different personal symbols, the Flower Cross (No. 12), and 
Three Hooks (No. 56). 

2. Eilenburg mint, about fifteen miles northeast of Leipzig, on Elec- 
toral kipper coins. 

3. Dresden mint 1873-87, Muldnerhutte mint, 1887 to date. On 
coins of Saxony. After BUSCHICK’s death (See B.), the Royal Saxon 
mint was removed from Dresden to Muldnerhutte, where it probably 
still exists if the Soviets have not done away with it. 

E.B. Eisenberg, an Altenburg kipper mint in Northwest Thuringia 1621-22. 

In November, 1620, the Altenburg government installed mint 
machinery in the Herren Haus in Eisenberg, and thereafter appointed 
Arnold TILLY mintmaster. Tilly (personal mark “Clover Leaf," No. 
32), who did not begin striking coin until February 18, 1621, left 
Eisenberg in June, and was succeeded by Hermann ZINDEL (Z) on 
July 8 of the same year. Zindel departed in February, 1622, and the 
mint closed shortly afterward. 

E.C. Ernst Dietrich CROLL. See E.D.C. 

E.C.D. Ernst Caspar DURR, Electoral Saxon Medailleur at Dresden 1670-80. 

After leaving Dresden, Durr resided at Zerbst circa 1680-92 (Forrer 
says 1683-92), and later at Stettin and Riga, where he worked as an 
engraver. The 1680 coinage of Saxe-Weissenfels, struck at Zerbst 
with his mark, would seem to indicate that he resided in the latter 
place prior to Forrer’s date. 
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K.D.C. Ernst Dietrich CROLL, mintmaster at Weilburg, Nassau, 1749-52, 
Leipzig 1753-63, and at Dresden from February, 1764 to 1778. He 
died, aged 64, on December 6, 1778. 

E.F. or E.F.S. Ernst Friedrich SCHNEIDER (personal symbol “Arm Hold- 
ing Sickle,” No. 48), mintmaster at Coburg 1635-72. 

At Duke Johann Casimir’s death in 1633, his younger brother, 
Johann Ernst of Eisenach, inherited Coburg. At that time Coburg 
had been under siege by the Imperialists for a year, and it seems 
certain that Johann Ernst was unable to take possession until the 
siege was lifted in 1635. In that year Coburg mint was apparently 
reopened under the aegis of Schneider. 

In 1638 Johann Ernst’s death brought Coburg to the Ernestine 
House of Old-Altenburg. Schneider’s mark continues to appear on 
coins of that duchy up to and including 1644 when it disappears for 
all time, so far as I am aware. 

Forrer states that Schneider remained in office at Coburg until 
1672, and further, that he was mintmaster in Magdeburg (city) in 
1669-70. While this may be true, it is not susceptible of proof since 
the heller-pfennig series struck at Coburg 1645-72 carries no personal 
mark, nor is E.F.S. found on Magdeburg city coins of 1669-70. In 
the absence of other candidates for authorship of the 1645-72 Coburg 
coinage, however, Forrer’s convenient solution ought to be acceptable. 

E.K. Ernst KLEINSTUBER, mintmaster at Gotha 1828-38, died 1845. On 
coins of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha. In 1838 the Gotha mint was permanently 
closed, and subsequent coins of Coburg-Gotha were struck at Dresden.

E.P.H. Ernst Peter HECHT (personal mark “Pike,” No. 62), mintmaster at 
Leipzig 1693-1714, and at Zellerfeld, Brunswick 1723-31. At Hecht's 
departure from Leipzig he was replaced by HEPPE (1714-16) who 
used no mintmark. In 1716 Heppe, whose coinage is rare, was re- 
lieved of his duties, and Leipzig mint was closed until about 1752.

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F. 1. “Fecit,” Latin for engraver. Found after the initials of medalists 
in many cases. 

2. Initial found on Saxe-Romhild coinage of 1691. Goetz attributes 
it either to the city mint at Furth, Bavaria, or to an unknown mint- 
master elsewhere. If the latter, the initial might stand for Christian 
FISCHER, mintmaster at Gotha 1683-90, assuming, of course, that 
the Romhild dies might have been cut pre-dated in 1690. 

3. Gustav Theodor FISCHER, mintmaster at Dresden 1845-60. On 
coins of Saxony, Saxe-Altenburg, and Saxe-Coburg-Gotha. 

F.D.S. “Furstliche Druckwerk Saalfeld” (Saalfeld Screw Press Mint), on 
kipper coins of Saxe-Old-Altenburg 1622. This mint was opened in 
1620 and closed about August, 1622. See H.H.I. for history. 

F.E.W. Friedrich Ernst WERMUTH, mintmaster at Hildburghausen 1716-18. 

Wermuth, a son of Christian Wermuth of Gotha, was also Commis- 
sioner of Ducal Police at Hildburghausen. 

F.H.K. Friedrich Heinrich KRUEGER. See KRUEGER. 

F.H.Z.S. “Furstliche Hammerwerk zu Saalfeld” (Saalfeld Hammer Mint), on 
kipper coins of Altenburg 1622. See H.H.I. for history. 

F.K. 1. Friedrich KLEINERT, medailleur, silversmith, and coin dealer of 
Nurnberg, born 1633, died 1714. His initials are found on many medals 
of the Saxon ruling house, mostly struck in connection with the series 
of medallions on European history which he published. 

2. Anton Friedrich KOENIG, a medalist, born as Breslau in 1773. 
After working at Berlin, he settled in Dresden in 1824 where he 
worked as late as 1842. Other signatures of Koenig were F.K.F., 
F.KO., and F. KOENIG.

F.S. 1. Friedrich (Siegmund) SCHAFER (1725-76), a native of Dusseldorf, 
mintmaster at Eisenach 1755-76. On coins of Saxe-Weimar-Eisenach. 
Schafer, who had formerly been mintmaster at Weilburg, Nassau, 
1749-54, was the son of Wiegand Schafer, mintmaster at Mannheim. 
2. Jacob Friedrich STIELER 1755-90. See I.F.S. 
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F.W.oF. Friedrich Wilhelm O’FERAL (Frederal William O’FERREL), a native 
of Ireland, mintmaster at Dresden 1734-63 except during the Prussian 
occupation 1756-60. Died 1763.

G. 1. Gotha Mint: 

a) Mint at Schloss Grimmenstein 1567. In that year Johann Friedrich 
II, Duke of Saxon Thuringia, was placed under the Imperial Ban 
owing to his protection of Wilhelm von Grumbach, a Protestant rebel, 
and to his personal pretention to the electoral dignity lost by his 
father, Johann Friedrich I in 1547. Elector August of Saxony and 
Johann Friedrich’s own brother, Johann Wilhelm, were charged with 
execution of the Ban. Having axes to grind, they promptly be- 
leaguered and captured the outlaw duke in his castle "Grimmenstein.” 
During the siege Johann Friedrich caused obsidional klippes to be 
struck, marked with a "G” for Gotha. 

b) Kipper mint 1621-22. On August 14, 1621, Wolf FROMELL (per- 
sonal mark "Alchemical Symbol for Mercury,” No. 45), who had 
contracted with Johann Casimir of Saxe-Coburg for the privilege, 
established a kipper mint in Gotha, and appointed Johann STOPFFEL 
(Alchemical Symbol for Copper, No. 43) mintmaster. Peter SCHUL- 
THESS (SCHULTZ) was assigned as warden, and Paul SEIDEL as 
treasurer. Stopffel was dismissed on July 25, 1622, at which time the 
Gotha mint closed. 

c) Gotha mint on coins of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha 1826. Coburg, which 
had lost its mint at Saalfeld by the 1826 transfers, gaining Gotha in 
exchange, immediately began striking coins at the latter place. 

2. GROSKOURT. See H.P.G. 

3. Johann Georg GODECKE, mint director at Leipzig 1752-53. On 
coins of Electoral Saxony and Poland. See I.G.G. 

4. Johann Georg GROHMANN, mintmaster at Dresden 1833-44. On 
coins of Saxony, Saxe-Altenburg, and Saxe-Coburg-Gotha. Saxon coins 
of 1844 with a period after the date were struck after Grohmann’s 
death.

G.A. Gabriel ANDREAE, mintmaster at Weimar 1620-24. On coins of Saxe- 
Weimar. Andreae, who had previously been master of the mines, was 
appointed mintmaster on August 10, 1620. 
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After Andreae’s departure from Weimar in 1624, operations at 
the mint are obscured, with the exception of the period 1632-37, until 
1673, by the absence of mintmarks on the duchy’s coinage. Only one 
mintmaster, David WOLCKE (D.W.) 1632-37, is known. The mint 
is mentioned in 1638, 1644, and 1654, however, and this information 
coupled with a fairly steady emission of Weimarian currency in the 
intervening years indicates that it remained active during most of the 
second and third quarters of the century. 

G.B.M. Georg BEST (Mintmaster) at Coburg 1585, according to Forrer. The 
listing, however, is dubious, as explained under “Acorn and Lazy B,” 
No. 42. 

G.E. Gottfried EHRLICH, warden of the mint at Saalfeld circa 1622-23, 
at Altenburg circa March-November, 1623, and later at Sagan under 
Wallenstein, the Duke of Friedland, 1628-30. 

G.F. Unknown mark on coins of Saxe-Saalfeld 1694. 

After Martin REIMANN (M.R.) ceased to be Saalfeld mintmaster 
in 1673, the mint is not mentioned again, with one exception, until 
1722. That exception is Goetz’ unsupported allegation that Christoph 
Friedrich SCHINDLER was mintmaster there in 1674. Since only 
two mintmarks, that of 1694, and I.C.S. in 1712, appear on Saalfeld 
coinage of the period, the validity of Goetz’ assertion, as well as the 
identities of other Saalfeld mintmasters, must remain in doubt. The 
mint itself, while possibly idle 1675-84 when most of the coins of the 
House of Saxe-Gotha seem to have been struck at Gotha, was almost 
certainly in operation from the latter date until 1722. Coins appeared 
in most of the intervening years, and a fair number of these, accord- 
ing to their legends, were struck from gold or silver found in the 
local rivers and mines. It seems implausible that Saalfeld’s duke 
would have permitted even a portion of his profit to be dissipated 
through coining in a mint belonging to one of his cousins. The 1694 
coinage may, therefore, be presumed to have been struck at Saalfeld, 
but whether G.F. represents an incorrect rendering of Christian 
FISCHER’s initials, or an entirely new mint official, is unknown. 

G.F.S. Georg Friedrich STAUDE (STAUDT), mintmaster at Weimar 1673- 
77, at Gotha 1677-80, at Meiningen 1687, and at Erfurt 1689. On Saxon 
coins 1673-80 (Meiningen coins of 1687 carry no mintmarks). Staude 
was a brother of Johann Christoph Staude, a subsequent Weimar 
mintmaster. 

G.H. Georg HAUTSCH, a medalist at Nurnberg 1683-1718. Hautsch worked 
for KLEINERT and LAUFFER at the Nurnberg mint, and there en- 
graved many medals portraying the history of Saxony. His private 
mark, a star, was adopted by G. W. VESTNER circa 1712. 

G.H.E. Georg Hieronymus EBERHARD, warden of the mint at Saalfeld 1732- 
40, mintmaster there 1740-54. 

G.L.K. G. L. KAUFMANN, medailleur and diesinker. On coins of Electoral 
Saxony 1694-99. 

G.M. Georg MEINHOLD (MEINHOLT). According to Forrer, Meinhold 
was mintmaster at Saalfeld 1595-1623. Bornemann, whose work is 
based on original research, however, terms Meinhold “assistant-mint- 
master.” Since I have neither seen nor heard of the G.M. mark out- 
side Forrer, this appears likely. See M. and H.H.I. 

GROSK. GROSKOURT. See H.P.G. 

G.S. STAUDE. See G.F.S. 

GS monogram Georg STANGE, kipper mintmaster of the Electoral mint at 
Pirna. See GS and Pear (No. 60). 

G.T. Grafenthal mint on coins of Saxe-Altenburg 1621-22. 

Grafenthal, a smelting site near Saalfeld, is first remarked by 
Merseburger, who lists three rechenpfennig issued by Berth (old) 
MEINHARDT, “mintmaster” there 1582-94. More than likely this 
individual is ForreFs Barthold MEINHARDT, said to have been mint- 
master for Mansfeld at Eisleben and Friedeborn 1582-95. Despite the 
distance of nearly seventy miles between Grafenthal and the County 
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of Mansfeld, the similarity of dates and names is too striking to be 
ignored. With his identity established, it may further be surmised 
that Meinhardt, whose initials appear on coins of Mansfeld 1587 but 
do not occur on those of Saxony, was personally known as “mint- 
master” owing to his Mansfeld connection, and not because he minted 
currency at Grafenthal. The Upper Saxon Circle Mint at Saalfeld 
was too close to Grafenthal to warrant installation of a mint there, 
so that Meinhardt probably only held the post of “Smelting Master” 
at Grafenthal as an adjunct to his Mansfeld duties. 

The locality next achieved note during the Kipper Period when 
its silver mines made the rulers of Altenburg desire to set up a mint 
there. Wolf ALBRECHT the Elder (W.A.) was initially commissioned 
in July, 1621, to secure a farmer for the projected installation, but 
failed. Hans JACOB (H.I.), who was next assigned the task, suc- 
ceeded in interesting Benedict SCHEUNER in the idea to the extent 
that the latter leased the mint-rights from the government in October, 
1621. Scheuner’s term as mintmaster is defined only by the knowledge 
that Georg GROSS (G and Clover Leaf, No. 35) was master at Grafen- 
thal on March 21, 1622. At some time previous to that date Scheuner 
must have departed. By elimination, the Horn (No. 57), a personal 
mark appearing on Grafenthal coins of both 1621 and 1622, should 
probably be assigned to him. 

Later in 1622 Grafenthal mint was permanently closed. 

G.W.V. Georg Wilhelm VESTNER (1677-1740), medailleur at Nurnberg. See 
V.F. 

GZ or GZS monograms George ZAPF, engraver at Weimar who designed and 
cut dies for coins struck at the kipper mints of Berka, Roda, Saalfeld, 
and Weimar 1619. GZS signifies Georg Zapf, Sculptor.

H. 1 . On coins of Saxe-Hildburghausen: 

a) Of 1758. Actually struck by EPHRAIM, ITZIG, and Sons in Leipzig 
in 1759. This issue was condemned by the imperial authorities in 
November, 1759, for low silver content. Other 1758-59 coins of Hild- 
burghausen, also of low-grade silver but without mintmarks, were 
probably struck in Hildburghausen itself under the auspices of Meyer 
ITZIG. 

Ephraim, Itzig, and Sons, a Jewish banking firm of Berlin, 
closely allied with the Breslau firm of ITZIG, MOSES, ISAAC and 
Company, was involved in several dubious coining ventures during 
the period 1751-62, mostly through the cooperation of the Prussian 
Government. In 1751 Itzig, Moses, and Isaac contracted operation of 
the Breslau mint. In 1755 their cohorts from Berlin obtained the 
same privilege. From about 1757 until approximately 1762, members 
of both firms were active in and about Leipzig and Dresden, at that 
time conquered territory in Prussian hands, striking underweight 
and debased currency. In 1757 they achieved their most famous coup, 
the “Ephraimiten,” pieces struck at Leipzig from captured Saxon 
dies of 1753 on extremely low grade planchets. Other questionable 
issues, including the Hildburghausen coins of 1758-59, were produced 
up to and including 1762 with the approval of either the Prussian or 
Saxon authorities, mostly at Leipzig. Needless to state, all of the 
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foregoing productions were soundly, but ineffectually denounced by 
Maria Theresa's councillors, partly out of altruism, but mainly be- 
cause a good proportion of the profit must have found its way into 
Friedrich the Great's yawning war chest.

On 
coins of Saxe-Middle-Coburg 1684-99, Saxe-Zeitz (Henneberg-Schleu- 
singen) 1702, Saxe-Hildburghausen 1708, and Saxe-Meiningen 1714. 

After the House of Saxe-Old-Altenburg became extinct in 1672, 
most of its lands and cities fell to Ernst the Pious of Saxe-Gotha. 
Among these was Coburg, site of one of the two Altenburg mints in 
operation at the time of transfer. That Coburg Mint remained in use 
during the period immediately following is shown by the existence of 
a series of Coburger hellers dated 1674-79. 

In 1680 Coburg and its surrounding hinterland was apportioned 
to Albrecht III, Ernst's second son, in the division of his father’s 
holdings. Probably because of the confusion attending such a change 
of administration, Coburg Mint lapsed into idleness until about 1684 
when Duke Albrecht designated Heinrich Ernst Angerstein as master. 
In the following year he likewise appointed Paul Friedrich CRUMM 
(P.F.C.), his erstwhile chamberlain, as alternate mintmaster. 

Albrecht III died in 1699, and his lands became a bone of con- 
tention between his surviving brothers until 1735 when Meiningen 
and Saalfeld effected a division. During many of the intervening 
years Meiningen apparently held physical control of the city, which 
helps explain the continued operation of Coburg Mint under Meinin- 
gen’s auspices until at least 1714. In the latter year Meiningen’s own 
mint in Meiningen itself became active under Hans Matthias OBER- 
MULLER (H.M.O.), and the need for Coburg’s mint facilities disap- 
peared. Consequently, in about that year, Coburg Mint was per- 
manently closed. 

By the 1735 partition, most of Coburg, including the city, went to 
Saalfeld which henceforth called itself Saxe-Coburg-Saalfeld. Meinin- 
gen, a hard loser, continued to style itself Saxe-Coburg-Meiningen 
into the early 19th century.

Dear Mr. Mosher: 

C. S. Yowell had a letter in the 
June issue of The Numismatist to 
which I should like to shout a vigor- 
ous “Amen.” 

I am sure there are a great number 
of coin collectors who would like to 
be more numismatists and not so 
much just collectors. There is a great 
need for more books at reasonable 
prices. Why could not the A.N.A. 
sponsor the reprinting of collections 
of such articles as those of the late 
O. P. Eklund, or of standard works 
that are now out of print? I am well 
aware that there would be some 
expense involved. I am convinced 
there would be a generous response 
from collectors who would be quite 
willing to pay reasonable prices for 
such books. 

Furthermore, I should like to sug- 
gest that there is now a great deal 
of time, effort, and printing wasted 
in The Numismatist of material of no 
interest at all to most of the readers, 
and of no value numismatically. I 
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doubt if anyone outside of the indi- 
vidual exhibitors gets any thrill and 
surely no numismatic information out 
of several pages of photographs of 
Coin Week exhibits, especially since 
they are so small that no one could 
possibly identify any of the coins 
from the photos. I often despair at 
the pages and pages filled up with 
election data, reams of lists of officers 
and candidates, pre-convention data 
upon pre-convention data, and then 
a couple of months of convention 
reports afterward. If anybody wants 
to read all that stuff why not let 
them write in and ask for it, and 
devote more effort and finance to the 
publication of material to help those 
who want to find out something 
about their coins? Another waste of 
space which I doubt if anybody reads 
is that devoted to pages and pages of 
finely printed club reports. Who 
cares who read a paper on Indian 
Head Cents which was well received, 
followed by refreshments at Podunk? 
In all those club reports there is not 
a printed word that will help me or 
anybody else to identify a coin, or 


give any interesting historical, or 
numismatic background for any of 
my coins. 

Let’s have a “What’s this?” page as 
suggested by Mr. Yowell, and let’s 
devote some serious thought to the 
publication of some books!

REV. A. JUL. DYSTERHEFT, 3133 

Rev. A. Jul. Dysterheft of Minneapolis, Minn, died on February 2, 
1951 at his home in Minneapolis. He was 82. He had served as a pastor 
in the Lutheran Church in Minnesota from 1891 until his retirement 
in 1942. 

Rev. Dysterheft was born in Lodz, Poland and came to New Ulm, 
Minnesota at the age of 20. He attended the Dr. Martin Luther College 
and was ordained a minister in 1891. His first church was in St. Clair, 
Minn., where he served until 1905. From 1905 until 1917 he was the 
pastor of the Zion’s church at Sanborn, Minn., and from 1917 until his 
retirement, at the St. John’s Lutheran church in Glencoe, Minn. 

After his retirement he moved to Minneapolis, and following the 
death of Mrs. Dysterheft in 1944, he made his home with his daughter, 
Miss Minni Dysterheft; a Minneapolis school teacher. 

Rev. Dysterheft was an enthusiastic numismatist and a serious 
student of coins of the United States and of his native Poland. He 
would have received the Association’s silver medal for 25 years of 
continuous membership at the 1951 convention.

A nail was known as one, 
two, or more pennies, according to its 
equivalent value in terms of the English 
penny which was the common money 
medium of exchange in the Colonies. 
The term has applied to nails ever since 
that time. Mr. Larson displayed a full 
set of these early colonial square nails 
ranging from one penny to twenty pen- 
nies. 

The speaker also pointed out that 
some of the greatest and most famous 
collectors of coins began the pursuit of 
this hobby in a very simple and humble 
way. As an illustration of this, he de- 
scribed how Mr. Dunham started as a 
collector of coins and went on to become 
one of America’s great numismatists. 

At the conclusion of the program, a 
short business session was held and 
then the meeting adjourned for the usual 
refreshments. Following this intermis- 
sion the veteran auctioneer, Joe Steele, 
disposed of a large lot of coins offered 
for sale by members.
